Maurice R. Higgins, aged 41 years,

Meanwhile 4 telephone call had 
been sent to the police station and 
the wagon was sent down.

He said that she had been away from 
home for a month, and that he and 
his fourteen year old son had been 
living with his aunt. He had been 
married fifteen years, and he made 
several uncomplimentary remarks 
about his wife.

HUNTER 1S DEFIANT 


Prepared to Have Courts Define 
Rights of Free Speech 


HE DEPLORES BOMB OUTRAGE 


Man Who Had Missile Suffers Fright- 
ful 
Killed--Socialists Deny Connection 
With Would-Be Slayer 


Injuries, While Companion Is 


New York, March 30.—Robert Hun- 
ter, the sociologist, declared last night 
that he was not only at Saturday's dem- 
onstration by the unemployed in Union 
square, which ended in a bomb explo- 
sion, but that had opportunity offered 


he wou!d have addressed the crowd in 
defiance of police prohibition and so 
brought about a test in the courts of the 
right of free speech. 

It had been advertised that Hunter 
would address the meeting, but in the 
excitement that followed the action of 
the police tn driving the crowds from 
the square he was lost sight of and it 
was not until yesterday that it was gen- 
erally known that the settlement work- 
er was prepared to carry out his part 
of the program, even if it led to his 
arrest. 

Hunter's position in the whole mat- 
ter was set forth in a statement over his 
signature given to The Associated 
Press. ‘The writer deplores the “out- 
rage,” as he calls the attempt to throw 
the bomb, and refers to its author asa 
fanatic who has injured the cause of 
the unemployed. Hunter says that until 
he arrived at the square he was ignorant 
of the fact that speechmaking had been 
forbidden. He learned this of the police 
and then determined to speak in or@er 
that the right of peaceful assembly 
and free speech might be legally passed 
upon. He adds that he had no chance 
to be heard, for presently the police 
“charged the crowd with incredible 
brutality.” 

Hunter deseribes his own escape 
from under a horse's hoofs, tells how 
he was dragged by officers from the 
steps of a building from which he had 
hoped to speak, and how what was in- 
tended to be a peaceful assembly in 
furtherance of aid for the unemployed 
was broken up in a way that he thought 
“could not be duplicated outside of 
Russia.” 

Sunday proved a busy day for the po- 
lice and the Socialists who were re- 
sponsible for Saturday’s demonstra- 
tion. There was no act of violence or 
disturbance, but the police were busy 
looking up the record of the bomb- 
maker and others under arrest, while 
the Socialists were as active in repudiat- 
ing sympathy with the outrage and 
knowledge of the perpetrator. 

Selig Silverstein, in whose hand the 
bomb exploded just as he was about to 
hurl it at Captain Miles O'Reilly and 
his squad of twenty men, is still alive 
at Bellevue hospital. Though the ex- 
pYosion tore off his right hand, tempo- 
rarily blinded him and caused frightful 
bodily injuries, he may survive. As yet 
he cannot see, but the sight of one eye 
may be restored. 

Seven men arrested after the bomb 
explosion were arraigned in court yes- 
terday. Of the number six called them- 
selves Russians. One of them was an 
American. The foreigners were held in 
$3000 bail each for further examination, 
while the Amerfcan was held without 
bail. They dre charged with taking 
part in a riot. The police examined a 
half dozen persons, including S. Yanof- 
sky, editor of Frie Arbeiter Stimme. 
All declared that they had advocated 
peace in the adjustment of industrial 
disputes. 

The general committee of the local 
Socialist party met yesterday and set 
forth its side of the affair. It contends 
that the meeting was made up of law- 
abiding persons and it accuses the po- 
lice of inciting the people to riot. Many 
statements were issued by individuals,

A RESULT OF ARSON 


Police Seeking Firebug Responsible 
\For Loss of Three Lives 
Milford, Mass., March 30.—Detective 
Molt and Building Inspector Adams, 
both of the district police, accom- 
panied by Chief Maher of the Milford 


fire department and Clerk Pond of the 
district court, have begun a thorough 
inquiry into the cause of the two fires 
in Milford on Friday night in which 
three persoms lost their lives and two 
fthers were badly burned. It is ex- 
pected that arrests will soon follow the 
investigation. 

Molt states that both fires were of in- 
cendiary origin and that it is possible 
that the same person or persons set fire 
to both buildings, as they were near 
together on the same street. The fire in 
the six-tenement block, Molt says, was 
started in the basement at the rear of 
the building under a flight of stairs, and 
probably also lighted at the front end 
of the building, at the foot of another 
filght of stairs. 

The inspection yesterday showed 
that the fire crept from both ends to- 
ward the middle of the building, where 
it ran through the main hallway, thus 
shutting off the means of escape of the 
victims. Adams states that the report 
that lives were sacrificed because the 
building was not provided with‘proper 
exits is untrue, and that the law had 
been fully complied with in that re- 
spect. The fact that the fire was set at 
both ends of the building made the use 
of the exits impossible. 

The dead are Miss Lydia Bates, 22 
years old; Mrs. Jennie M. G. Cobb, and 
her 3-year-old son, James. 


Held on Charge of Arson 

Boston, March 30.—Frank Mellay of 
Milford, aged 26, was arrested here af- 
ter a hard tussle and is locked up, 
charged with arson. It is alleged that 
Mellay is responsible for the fire in 
Milford Friday night in which three 
lives were lost. He was stopping in a 
house on Fountain street when foynd 
by the police last night and made a des- 
perate attempt to escape.

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Would Now Be Pleased to Re- 
ceive Hill as Ambassador 


THE SENTIMENT IN AMERICA 


It Leads German Foreign Office to 
Make an Official Declaration--Aims 
to Close Incident In Manner Satis- 
factory to People of United States 


Berlin, March 30.—Emperor William, 
having been fully advised about the at- 
titude of President Roosevelt and the 
feeling of the American public regard- 
ing his alleged refusal to receive David 
J. Hill as American ambassador to Ger- 
many in succession to Charlemagne 
Tower, has recalled all the expres- 
sions of disapproval he recently sent to 
President Roosevelt and would be 
pleased to receive Hill as ambassador. 

The emperor has caused this informa- 
tion to be communicated to President 
Roosevelt. The German foreign office 
has sent to The Associated Press the 
following official declaration on the 
subject: 

“The notices which have appeared 
hitherto in the foreign press In regard to 
the Hill affair have originated in the 
erroneous impression tbat it was in- 
tended by Berlin to recall the approval 
given here last autumn to Hill's ap- 
pointment, This has never been 
thought of. It is true that doubts sub- 
sequently arose to whether Hill would 
feel himself comfortable in the post of 
American ambassador to Berlin, but 
these doubts have been removed, so 
that nothing stands in the way of Hill's 
nomination to the Berlin embassy and 
he will be welcome in Berlin now, as 
he would have been before, or as any 
other unobjectionable representative 
would be who should be named by 
President Roosevelt. 

“It is to be stated emphatically that 
throughout the whole incident the am- 
bassador, Mr. Tower, has not swerved 
for one instant from the straight line of 
absolutely loyal and honorable  con- 
duct, both toward his own government 
and the imperial German government.” 

For the last forty-eight hours Baron 
Von Sternburg, the German ambassa- 
dor at Washington, has been in the 
closest touch with the foreign office and 
has cabled fully concerning the mat- 
ter. He described the need of a speedy 
arrangement of the affair and President 
Roosevelt's difficulties in meeting the 
emperor's inclination and furthermore, 
the unpleasant effect the whole contro- 
versy was having upon American pub- 
lic opinion. 

The German foreign office since Sat- 
urday morning has sent a number of 
lengthy dispatches to the emperor at 
Venice, through Baron Jenisch, the 
representative of the foreign office, wha, 
is with the emperor. 

As soon as a definite statement of the 
emperor's wishes was recelyed by For- 
eign Secretary Von Schoen, the secre- 
tary and Ambassador Tower had a long 
conference at the foreign office,at which 
the entire subject was gone over. On 
the conclusion of the conference Von 
Schoen cabled the foregoing statement 
to the German ambassador at Washing- 
ton and complete additional explana- 
tions. Ambassador Tower also cabled 
to the state department the fullest de- 
tails of what had been done. 

The aim of the German foreign office 
is to close the incident in a manner sat- 
isfactory to the president and the peo- 
ple of the United States. At first the 
foreign office, which is sensitive on any 
question relating to the emperor, was 
inclined to believe that a general denial 
of the statement that the emperor had 
declined to receive Hill as American 
ambassador might quiet the situation, 
pending a leisurely settlement. But it 
was evident from Von Sternburg’s dis- 
patches on Friday and Saturday that 
public opinion, as well as the American 
government, required some adequate 
and definite solution., 

It is certain that if Hill comes to Ber- 
lin as the American ambassador he will 
be most cordially welcomed and will be 
given every attention by the emperor 
and the German government. It is 
thought in Berlin that the emperor's 
original purpose was merely to show 
friendly solicitude concerning Amer- 
ican representation. 


May Hasten Tower's Departure 

Washington, March 30.—Probably 
the immediate effect of the change of 
front at Berlin will be to bring about a 
change in the American representation 
at the embassy at a much earlier date 
than was contemplated. Mr. Tower 
had signified a desire to relinquish his 
post next August, and it would not be 
surprising if, in view of these later de- 
velopments, the change should occur 
much sooner. 


There has never been the slightest | 


doubt in diplomatic circles here of the 
accuracy of the first announcement 
that Hill was not fully acceptable to 
Emperor William, who is known to be 
ef a warm, impulsive and sympathetic 
temperament, and it was readily under- 
stood that he could permit his feeling 
of personal friendship for Tower and 
lis wife to sway him to the extent of 
being ready to look with disfavor upon 
their displacement.

FIFTY-EIGHT MINERS KILLED | 


Brave Men Who Went to Rescue 
Comrades Perished In Explosion 
Cheyenne, Wyo., March 30.—A care- 

fully prepared list of the missing as a 

result of the two explosions in a mine of 

the Union Pacific Coal company con- 


tains fifty-eight names. Before fur- 
ther attempt at recovering the dead can 
be made the fire in the tenth level, which 
was the direct cause of the two explo- 
sions, must be extinguished. The ex- 
plosions were due to gases and coal dust. 

The first explosion killed eighteen 
miners, including a superintendent 
and three bosses. The second explo- 
sion occurred five hours later, costing 
the lives of forty rescuers, including 
State Mine Inspector Elie. 

The names of the men killed in the first 
explosion are shown on the company’s 
books, but those of the rescuers are not 
known, as no record was kept of those 
who volunteered for this dangerous 
work. 

The wildest excitement prevails in 
Hanna and at the mine, where’ hun- 
dreds of persons are congregated, in- 
cluding widows, children and other rela- 
tives of the victims. Men, women and 
children are running about wringing 
their bands and crying. 

Fire started in the colliery a week 
ago. Since that time attempts at regu- 
lar intervals have been made to extin- 
guish the blaze. Superintendent Briggs, 
with seventeen experienced hands, 
went into the mine to fight the fire, 
which finally reached the gas, a_ter- 
rific explosion resulting. 

In a few minutes Many men volun- 
teered to enter the mine to rescue any 
possible survivors, After a long strug- 
gle the volunteers got well into the 
mine. Those on the surface had begun 
to expect results from the interpid dar- 
ing of the rescuers, but the camp was 
soon startled by a second explosion 
that partly shut off the shaft of the 
mine. The victims were all below the 
tenth level and it is likely the flames 
have consumed the ¢ corpses. 


Campaign of Murder 

Telluride, gol., March 30,—As a e- 
sult of an attempt to murder General 
Wells, general manager of the Smug- 
gler-Union mines at Pandora, Sheriff 
Fitzpatrick is taking precaution to 
guard the jail in which Steve Adams, 
charged with the assassination of Ar- 
thur L. Collins, Wells’ predecessor, as 
mine manager, is confined. The feel- 
ing against Adams is becoming more 
bitter every day. He is supposed to 
represent the element among the min- 
ers that believes in violence against 
mineowners. 


Policeman Commits Murder 

Philadelphia, March 30.--George 
Eells, aged G0, shot and instantly killed 
Mrs. Mary Andress, a neighbor, and 
probably fatally injured Ella Paschall, 
his alleged common-law wife, aud Kate 
Jewel, a niece of Mrs. Andress. Do- 
mestic troubles are said to have been 
responsible for. the tragedy. Eells is a 
policeman with a record of twenty- 
three years’ continuous service. Eells 
Was arrested by a brother officer. He 
said he was not sorry for what he had 
done.

CAREFULLY PLANNED 
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Burglars Blew Up Safe In Third 
Story of Building 


SECURED A VALUABLE HAUL 


~ 


First Broke ‘nto Nearby Building and 
Gained Access to Scene of Opera- 
tion by Placing a Ladder Across 
a Six-Foot Alley 


Woonsocket, R. 1, March 30.—Pro- 
fessional safe-blowers, armed with 
nitro-glycerine, vaseline and soap, blew 
a safe in the third story office of the J. 
M. McCarthy Dry Goods company on 
Main street and secured $2000 in money, 
three check books and valuable papers, 
and effected their escape without leay- 
ing a clue behind. 

The work of the burglars was most 
sensational. They entered a block ad- 
joining that of the dry goods house, 
walked up to the third floor and forced 
an entrance to the tailor shop of T. 
Buckley. Opening the window of the 
shop, they placed a ladder across the 
six-foot alley which divided the build- 
ing from that of the dry goods house, 
rested it on the window of the office 
of McCarthy and, climbing across, 
foreed the window of the McCarthy of- 
fice. 

Three stories above the street and 
safely back from the front of the build- 
ing the men took their time at the work, 
apparently, and drilled many holes 
about the combination on the office safe. 
After the holes were bored nitro- 
glycerine was introduced and held in 
place by vaseline and the cracks about 
the door were tamped with soap. 

The charge being exploded, the bur- 
glars found the proceeds of the Satur- 
day sales easily available and secured 
nearly $2000 in bills and coin and took 
the check books and some other papers 
of special value to the owner. Return- 
ing by the way they came the men 
gathered up fine clothes, valued at $150, 
from the tailor shop and made their 
escape. 

The burglary was not made known 
until late Sunday, when Charles Buck- 
ley, son of T. Buckley, entered his fa- 
ther’s shop and discovered the place 
lad been entered and robbed. Looking 
across the alley, he discovered the open 
window in the McCarthy store and 
saw the damage which had been done 
there. The police were notified and 
completed the investigation. 

Detectives have been placed on the 
ease and the matter will be followed up 
closely. The McCarthy firm is covered 
by burglar insurance and Boston detec- 
tives will take up the case in connection 
with the local authorities. 


Gillette Pays Death Penalty 

Auburn, N. Y., March 380.—Chester 
Gillette was executed in the electric 
chair this morning at Auburn prison for 
the murder of Grace Brown in Big 
Moose lake in 1906. The news that 
Governor Hughes finally declined to in- 
terfere to stay the execution was re- 
ceived here late last night and was 
communicated to Gillette, who heard 
the words that took away his only hope 
for life with the same stoicism and in- 
difference that has marked his conduct 
during and since his trial.

Refuse to Accept 
Work of Council 
Claiming Illegality 


A long and important meeting of 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was .held Monday evening, at 
which the recent decision of the 
National Executive Board relative to 
the Quincy situation was discussed. 
The matters submitted to this board 
were the four questions upon which 


the two local committees were unable | 


to agree. 


The principal of these

was in regard to the open-shop. The 
finding of the National executive | 


committee on the four questions was 
against the Quincy Association, and in

Belief of Many 
Relative to 


Alleged Robbery 
And Shooting 


According to the Story he told him- 
self Monday night, David Larribee 
aged 21 years, resluing at Germantown, 
was held up on Whart street near the 
Street railway power house, last night, 
robbed of $43, and shot twice, one shot 
takivg effect iu his leg, aud the other 
passing through his hat. 

Larribee’s story is that he started 
for home from the Fore River about 
il o'clock, walking toward the power 
Station, where he was to take & boat 


and row across the river to German- 


town. While on Wharf Street, near 
Sheppard’s coal wharf, two men 
jumped from behind a barn and 


grabbed him. While one held him the 
other took $43 from his poskets, They 
then told Larribee to face about and 
go home. 

He turned about to see if the men 
had gone, and to get a look at them, 
As he did so, one of them turned and 
fired a shot at which passed 
through the fleshy part of the calf 
of his leg. This staggered him and 
Larribee fell. As he did so a second 
shot rang out the bullet passing 
through his hat. 

After firing the shots the men ran 
toward the Quincy Point bridge, and 
disappeared toward Weymouth, 

William Knapp, who was on Wash- 
ington street, heard the shots and ran 
in the direction from which they came, 
He found Larribee and assisted him 
to the office of Dr. Middleton. The 
doctor was not at home, and Dr. 
Whiton was called. Then Dr. Middle- 
ton came and dressed the wound and 
Larribee was taken home, 

Officer Thorne notified Chief Bur- 
rell, who called up the police of Wey- 
mouth and Hingham to look out for 
the men. Later, he and Officer Good-

«hue drove through Weymouth. 


Larrbee could give but little discrip- 
tion of the men, other than they were 
large men, and were dark 
clothes and wore caps. 

This morning an 
the spot where the alleged shooting 
took place was made and the revolver 
believed to be that from which the 
shots were fired was found buried in

the sand. Leading from that was a 
trail of blood to the spot where Lar- 
ribee was found. 


Larribee still sticks to his story 
told Monday night, but there are many 
who have doubts about it, and think 
he could throw more light on the sub- 
ject if he would. 

The general impression about the 
vicinity is that Larribee did all the 
shooting himself, first blowing a hole 
through his hat and firing the second 
shot into the ground and that the bul- 
let struck a stone, rebounded and 
entered his leg.

The sensational character 
of the document still would be unknown 
had ft not been for the fact that several 
copies were given out before it was 
suppressed. 

The paper was prepared by Henry 
W. Elliott of Lakewood, O., and pur- 
ported to be “The official record of the 
loot and ruin of the fur herd of 
Alaska.” 

It was stated in chronological order, 
beginning with 1868 and continuing up 
to the present time. It was written in 
longhand, closely spaced and difficult 
to read. Professor Elliott had submit 
ted records of pelagic sealing several 
times and they had always been printed 
as public documents. Therefore when 
Foraker was asked to Lave the alleged 
“ofticial record” printed Le made the re- 
quest in the usual form, and did not 
take the trouble to read it. Yesterday 
he made apologies to Vice President 
Fairbanks and several senators. 

The paper was found to reflect upon 
the integrity of the presiding officer of 
the senate and upon members of the 
senate and house and other government 
officials. It transgressed one of the es- 
tablished, though unwritten, rules of 
both houses of congress, and caused a 
sensation of no small magnitude. 

Passing over thirty years of the “of- 
ficial record” Elliott dealt with the 
work of the Anglo-American high joint 
commission in connection with the seal- 
ing question and told of an argument 
made by Fairbanks in opposition to a 
sealing bill before the senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations in 1902-03, when 
he re member of the comunittee. 
This paragraph is taken from the re- 
port: 

“Mr, Elliott secures on Feb. 2, 1903, 
the passage of the bill in the house, but 
‘on Feb. 17 in the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee Senator Fairbanks de- 
liberately tells the committee that this 
bill is not needed; that the fur seal 
question has been all agreed upon in 
the high joint commission, and only 
waits the formal publication by that 
commission when it reassembles; he as- 
sures the committee that this reconven- 
tion of the commission is to take place 
soon after March 4, 1905. This state- 
ment of Senator Fairbanks was an un- 
truth in every respect—a square and 
wholesale fabrication on his part to de- 
defeat the pending bill. Under the cir- 
cumstances his colleagues*could not dis- 
pute his false report, therefore they 
took no action on this Dill, at his re- 
quest.” 

The “official record” refers in a dis- 
paraging manner to the part taken by 
the late Secretary of State Hay in re- 
gard to the sealing question, and 
charges that legislation was bitterly 
opposed by the land and sea butchers 
of the fur seal herd, who had suborned 
certain senators, congressmen and de- 
partment officials. 

It refers also to the “extended trip of 
inspection over Alaska” made by Sena- 
tors Dillingham, Nelson, Burnham and 
Patterson, and mentions the fact that 
no legislation was accomplished. 
Fault is found also with the fact that 
Secretary Root and Assistant Secretary 
Bacon had done “absolutely nothing,” 
although fully informed that a plan of 
mutual concession and joint control by 
the United States and Canada could be 
“successfully negotiated in six weeks’ 
time.”

Almost 250,000 of 
them will stop work. The mining con- 
tracts under which they are now work- 
ing expire at midnight tonight.

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Bryan Thinks That Democratic Party 
Should Benefit by It 

Kansas City, March 31.—Democrats 
from all parts of Missouri, to the num- 
ber of 2000, attended a dollar banquet 
here under the auspices of the Young 
Men’s Democratic Club of Missouri. 
W. J. Bryan and Judson Harmon were 
the guests of honor and principal speax- 
ers. Some 15,000 persons thronged 
Convention hall as auditors and cheered 
the speakers. 

Mr. Bryan's opening statement, that 
“we have yet to begin the campaign of 
1908 and to present those principles 
and policies which ought to appeal to | 
progressive Republicans as well as to| 
traditional Democrats,” was the key-} 
note of his speech. In giving his ap- | 
proval of Senator LaFolletie as the Re- | 
publican candidate for president, Bryau } 
said: “If the president had picked out} 
Lalollette, a real reformer, and if the} 
Republican party had rallied to LaFol- 
lette’s support, it could have compelled | 
the confidence of reform Republicans.” 

Mr. Bryan said that, without the sup- 
port of the administration, Mr. Taft 
would scarcely have a state in the con- 
vention, and, with the president’s sup- 
port, he is having an up-hill fight. Taft's 
superiority over Lis colleagues was due, 
he said, not to his positive virtues, but to 
the fact that none of the rest of them 
had any reform tendencies whatever. 
Bryan said that the Roosevelt 
ment was strong In the Mississippi and | 
the Missouri valleys, and argued that 
the Democratic ticket was entitled to 
the support of this sentiment in the!

The Parkway | 
May Be Completed 


A dispatch from the State House 
to the Daily Ledger this noon says: 

The Committee on Metropolitan af- 
fairs has reported favorably on all the) 
petitions for boulevard construction, 
the vote of the committee being 8 to 
‘. 

The appropriation this year will be 
$165,000, and it is expected a like sum 
will be appropriated every year for 
fifteen years to carry out the plans 
of the Commission. 

One of the bills directs the Metro- 
politan Park Commission to construct 
a roadway in the Quincy Shore Reser- 
vation from the present ending to 
Hancock street and to improve the 
shores of Quincy bay at an expendi- 
ture of $30,000. 

Another bill authorizes and directs 
the Commission to complete the con- 
struction of the Furnace brook park- 
way from Adams street to the Quin- 
cy Shore reservation and authorizes 
an expenditure of $225,000. 

Still another Dill*® authorizes the 
Commission to construct a boulevard 
from Mattapan to Pauls bridge at an 
expenditure of $300,000. 


Newsy Budget 
From Shipyard 


Each and every month since the 
battleship North Dakota was started, 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. has 
made a gain in the progress of her 
construction over her sister ship 
Delaware being built at the works of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Co., 
Newport, News, Va. At the present 
time the North Dakota is nearly twice 
as far ahead with regard to the de- 
gree of completion as her sister ship 
is, and with reference to time this 
means somewhere in the vicinity of 
about six months. 

This is a most extraordinary ac- 
complishment and reflects much 
credit on the management of the com- 
pany. Manager Smith is leaving no 
stone unturned in his effort to deliver 
the greatest fighting-ship in the world 
to the government ahead of contract 
time. The progress thus for made is 
an example of the fact that the Fore 
River company is the most thoroughly 
equipped and most up-to-date ship- 
building concern in the country, and 
that Quincy is second to none in 
building ships in the United States. 

On March 1, 1908, the North Dakota 
was 21.40 per cent, complete, as 
against 12.77 per cent, for the Dela- 
ware. These figures show that during 
the month of February, in which 
there were but 24 working days, the 
North Dakota progressed 3.90 per 
cent, against 3.57 per cent on the 
Delaware, making a gain of .33 per 
cent for the month in favor of the 
Quincy warship, Although this may 
seem small in comparison to the sub- 
stantial gains made in. previous 
months, still at the same time was 
remarkable, considering the bad 
weather encountered during the month 
for outside work, 

Shipbuilders at home and aboard 
are watching the progress being 
made on the battleship North Dakota, 
and government officials of the 
United States and of foreign countries 
are sitting up and taking notice. 
President Bowles has made the state- 
ment that his company could con- 
struct a first-class battleship in one- 
half the time now allowed, and he 
stands ready to make good his state- 
ment whenever the government is 
willing to pay the difference in cost 
made necessary in shortening the con- 
tract time of construction.

ZAU,000 MINERS IDLE 


Work Suspended Until Wage 
Settlement Is Reached 


DIFFERENCES ARE SLIGHT 


Workers In Bituminous Fields Want 


Unit Rules, or Interstate Agree- 
ment Restored--Relations Between 


Opposition Interests Are Friendly 


Indianapolis, April 1—Two hundred 
and fifty thousand picks dropped from 
the hands of as many bituminous coal 
miners of the United States last even- 
ing, not to be used again until a wage 
settlement has been reached and a scale 
adopted between the members of the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
the coal operators of the various fields. 

The situation, however, does not in- 
dicate a prolonged strike. Au open win- 
ter and industrial depression have left 
a large stock of coal on band, and the 
differences between miners and opera- 
tors are very slight. It is practically 
agreed that the present wage scale will 
be continued, but some policies in con- 
nection with the change last night in 
the national officers of the miners’ or- 
ganization and local differences 
tween ojrators and miners have re- 
sulted in temporary suspension of work 
until a new wage scale is agreed to 
either by districts or individual mines. 

Until two years ago the bituminous 
coal mining wage of the country was 
based upon the agreement reached in 
the central competitive field, coasisting 
of Illinois, Ohio, Indiana and western 
Pennsylvania, and considered as a unit. 
This unit system was broken two years 
ago, when President Mitchell signed a 
scale with Pittsburg operators, who 
greed to pay the scale demanded after 
operators of the other three states had 
refused and the miners won their fight 
in consequence. Operators signed the 
scale individually throughout the coun- 
try. ° 

Since that time the miners have tried 
to get back the unit rule, or interstate 
agreement, but operators of western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois, after 
negotiations lasting all the pist winter, 
have refused to meet in interstate con- 
vention with the miners. As a last re- 
sort Mitchell called the miners in na- 
tional convention and district  settle- 
ments were authorized, with the 
ent wage scale as a minimuni. 
to agree by districts, 
thorized to sign the present scale 
operators individually. 

Vice President Lew is, Who succeeded 
President Mitchel! today, is endeavor- 
ing to revive the interstate unit rule. 
In the meantime district joint meetings 
are being held in the various states. 

Central Pennsylvania and the block 
coal district of Indiana (Clay county) 
are the only two districts that have 
signed up. Indiana operators and min- 
ers, in session at Terre Haute, are ad- 
justing their small differences and have 
decided to continue at work pending a

The “Illinois district meeting at 
Springfield has not reached an agree- 
ment, but the relations between the 
opposition interests are friendly. West-

Ohio mines @vill close also, as no agree- 
ment has been reached. 

The southwest district, consisting of 
Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and 
Arkansas, are holding a meeting in 
Kansas City, and it is said the miners 
will be idle for a time. Thirty-five 
thousand miners are affected. The 
miners of the Kanawha field in West 
Virginia are holding their joint meeting 
at Huntington and, while no agreement 
has been reached, one is expected. The 
New River, Pocahontas and Fairmont 
fields are non-union and are not af- 
fected. 

West Virginia and Kentucky miners 
and operators will continue operations, 
it is believ@, pending a settlement. 

President Lewis of the miners’ na- 
tional organization says he will make 
no move for several days. He wishes 
negotiations now in progress in the 
various districts to reach some kind of 
conclusion before he begins to work out 
his plans. He is still in the hope of re- 
instating the joint relations between 
the operators of Indiana, Ohio, western 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, and the indi- 
cations are that he will call an_ inter- 
state joint conference within the next 
two weeks. He will not convene the 
new national executive board for at 
least, a week.

He tells the Daily Ledger that all 
the sick will be healed free by faith 


He 
invites all the sick to call at his 
office at Hotel Greenleaf. He also 
agrees to foretell all future events 
while in a trance. 

His real name is Rev. Charles Mc- 
Lean, born in New York in 1846, and 
he claims to be a Presbyterian minis- 
ter and a licensed physician and sur- 
geon of Boston. 

In appearance, he is an old man of 
medium height, with long, flowing, 
white beard, reaching nearly to his 
waist. His eyes are deep-set and 
small keen and quick to notice. He 
dresses rather shabby, claiming that 
though he has had millions of dollars 
offered him, he is following in the 
footsteps of Christ, caring nothing for 
money or fine linen. Despite his age 
he is erect in his carriage, and walks 
with the firm elastic step of youth. 
He showed the reporter two rows of

HAYTI'S LATEST PLOT 


Government Busily Engaged In 
Running Down Leaders 


FRENCH MINISTER ALARMED 


Fears That Troops May Attack Le- 
gation in Which Retugees Are Asy- 
jumned--Paris Hears That Complete 


Anarchy Reigns In Port au Prince 


Port Au Prince, April 2.—The spirit 
of uncertainty and of unrest still pre- 
vails in Port au Prince. The recent 
abortive attempt at a second uprising 
here, in which General Larraque, chief 
of the cavalry, and several other army 
officers are alleged to have been impli- 
cated, has given the government a 
cause for making searches ip all quar- 
ters of the city, in the hope of finding 
others they suspect of being involved 
in the plot. 

The French minister to Hayti, M. 
Carteron, has recently shown consider- 
able alarm concerning the action the 
Haytien government may take against 
the refugees now asylumned in. the 
French legation. Some of the refugees 
themselves state that the minister has 
advised them to procure pistols and as 
much ammunition as possible, so that 
they may be prepared to defend their 
lives. According to the refugees, Carter- 
on declared to them that he was unable 
to guarantee protection in the event of 
an attack upon the legation by govern- 
meut troops. , 

The French minister, when asked 
with regard to this statement, declined 
to deny or aftirm it, but he did say that 
he had made a representation of the 
case to M. Borno, the minister of state, 
pointing out to him the French conten- 
tion that the giving of sanctuary to 
the refugees was an absolutely legiti- 
mate proceeding. 

It is generally believed here that the 
alarm of the French minister is un- 
founded. Up to the present the gov- 
ernment’s attitude has been a concillia- 
tory one, anu it seems to be its intention 
not to offer the slightest excuse for for- 
eign intervention. 

There are rumors here that summary 
executions continue in nearby country 
districts. For a long time past the gov- 
ernment has bad a large number of so- 
ealled political prisoners in hand, and 
it is reported that almost nightly some 
of these are taken from the prisons, 
transported to the country districts, not 
very remote from the city, and shot. 
This the government denies. 

The French cruiser.’ Estrees has not 
returned here from the Island of St. 
Thomas, to which she took the refugees 
from Gonaives. The German cruiser 
Bremen has returned from Kingston, 
and the United States cruiser Des 
Moines and gunboat Marietta are still 
here. The gunboat Eagle left two days 
ago, and the gunboat Paducab sailed 
for Guantanamo yesterday, where she 
will coal, later returning to Port au 
Prince. 


"In State of Anarchy"’ 

Paris, April 2—A special dispatch 
from Port au Prince says that com- 
plete anarchy prevails there. A dis- 
pute is said to have arisen between 
General Coicou, chief of the military 
district of Port au Prince, and Camille 
Gabriel, nephew of President Nord, as 
to their respective power in coping 
with the situation. The dispatch adds 
that American warships are preparing 
to land troops. 

Another dispatch from Port au 
Prince states that executions by the 
government still continue there. Among 
others shot yesterday, says the dis- 
patch, was Arsene Cheyry, a writer 
and poet. The French legation has 
made preparations to resist an attack. 


Killed Officer In Self Defense 

San Juan, P. R., April 2.—Alex- 
ander Dixon, a carpenter on the United 
States collier Abarenda, was acquitted 
of the murder of Chief Officer Weichert. 
A jury brought in a verdict of self-de- 
fense. Witnesses testified at the trial 
that Weichert had treated the prisoner 
in a brutal manner. During a quarrel 
Dixon swung at Weichert with an axe 
and completely severed his head. 


Sailors Laid Up With Mumps 

Philadelphia, April 2.—The new bat- 
tleship Idaho was placed in commission 
by the government at League Island, 
though nearly half of the crew of 732 
men assigned for duty on the vessel 
were absent because of an epidemic of 
mumps at the navy yard. Captain 
Diehl is in command. The ship will safl 
for the West Indies In about ten days. 


To Fight For Woman Suffrage 

New York, April 2.—Lady Cook, who, 
before her marriage tothe late Sir 
Francis Cook, was Miss Tennessee Cla- 
filn of this city, arrived from England 
on steamer Oceanic and will wage an- 
other campaign in the interests of wo- 
man’s suffrage, of which she has long 
been an adv ocate. 


Vidaver Pleads Not G Guilty 
New York, April 2.—Nathan Vi- 
d@aver, formerly one of Attorney Gen- 
eral Jackson's special deputies, pleaded 
not guilty to two indictments filed 
against him by the grand jury, which 
eharge him with attempted extortion. 

His bail was continued at $5000. 


Blizzarc n Minnesota 
Crookston, Minn., April 2—The en-

MINERS’ WAGE AGREEMENT 


It May Be Reached at a Mesting 
Calied by President Lewis 

Indianapolis, April 2—The first offi- 
cial act of President Lewis of the 
United Mine Workers of America, in as- 
guming office yesterday, was to send 

legraphic invitations to the principal 
operators of the central competitive 
field, consisting of western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, to at- 
tend a meeting in Indianapolis on Aprii 
6 with representatives of the miners to 
make an effort to agree upon a call for 
an interstate wage convention, and, if 
necessary, to decide upon a general re- 
sumption of mining operations in the 
field. 

The telegrams were in the form of a 
question asking the operators whether 
they would be willing to attend such a 
meeting. Lewis says he has received 
a number of answers, the mostof which 
are favorable to the move, but he has 
not yet received enough to determine 
the result. He is confident, however, 
that the move will result in a resump- 
tion of work, the rehabilitation of the 
interstate moyement in this fleld, and, 
in consequence, the rehabilitation of the 
interstate movement in the southwest 
field and the outlying districts. 

Ohio and Indfana operators have ac- 
cepted the invitation. The result will 
lie in the hands of the western Penn- 
sylvania aud IMinols operators. 


Won't Give Out Result of Vote 

Boston, April 2.—President Tuttle of 
the Boston and Maine railroad has re- 
ceived the official answers of the vari- 
ous brotherhoods on their vote as to 
voluntarily accepting a cutdown of 5 
percent in wages until July 1. Tuttle 
refused to state what the vote of the 
men was and the brotherboods would 
give out uo statement, but it is under- 
stood that the vote resulted almost ina 
deadlock as to the acceptance of the 
plan of the railroad officials. 


New Tax Considered Excessive 

Fall River, Mass., April 2.—The 
Weavers’ union of this city, the largest 
textile union in the country, last night 
yoted to withdraw from the United 
Textile Workers of America, the na- 
tional organization composed of 163 


unions. The weavers object to a per 
capita tax of 15 cents after May 1, 
which was recently decided upon by a 
convention of textile workers. The 
tax is now 10 cents. 
Spinners Vote to Accept Cut 
New Bedford, Mass., April 2.—The 


spinners met last night and discussed 
the conference report that the maunu- 
facturers would not change their minds 
about the 10 percent reduction. After 
a discussion it was voted by a small 
margin to accept the cut for the present, 
but much dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the low wages to be received. 


Boston Granite Cutters Out 
Boston, April 2.—A strike of granite 
cutters within the city limits of Boston 
was inaugurated when 150 men em- 
ployed in twelve shops went out on 
strike. They demand an incregse of 
nearly 2 cents an hour In pay. 


People’s Party Won’t Name Bryan 

St. Louis, April 2.—Admirers of W. 
J. Bryan among the delegates to the 
national convention of the People’s par- 
ty made earnest efforts to have the con- 
vention postpone nominations until af- 
ter the Democratic convention at Den- 
yer, to see whether Bryan be nominated 
for president by the Democrats, but 
the Bryan supporters were defeated at 
every turn. Bryan's supporters will 
carry their proposal to the convention 
as a last resort. 


Senator on the Rampage 

Little Roc, April 2—United States 
Senator Jeff Davis was fined $25 in po- 
lice court here for disturbing the peace. 
Davis was in court. Witnesses testified 
that Davis ran to his office after having 
been assaulted by Deputy Prosecuting 
Attorney Helm, got a revolver and re- 
turned to the scene looking for Helm. 
Witnesses also testified that Davis 
cursed much. Davis charged a coward- 
ly attempt had been made to murder 
him. 


Convicts to Build Highways 

Washington, April 2.—Convicts sery- 
ing sentences at hard labor in the pen- 
itentiary at Culebra, in the Panama 
canal zone, are to be set to work on 
highway construction between Gatun 
and Mount Hope. Because of the tn- 
creasing number of such convicts, it 
has been found impossible to utilize 
their services near the penitentiary.

APPOINTMENT OF REFEREE 


Couple Married In 190! and Have 
One Child--Plaintiff Left Newport 


Home a Short Time Ago, Taking 


Much of the Furnishings With Her 


New York, April 2.—Within an hour 
after he had sailed for Europe yester- 
day, Alfred G. Vanderbilt was made 
the defendant in the suit filed with the 
supreme court by his wife, Ellen French 
Vanderbilt. The nature of the action 
was not immediately disclosed and 
counsel for the plaintiff refused last 
night to state whether Mrs. Vanderbilt 
sought a divorce or legal separation 
from ber husband. Justice O'Gorman, 
before whom the proceedings were in- 
stituted, appointed David McClure as 
referee to hear testimony and report 
findings and recommendations to the 
court. 

It was learned iate last night from 
an ofticial in the county courthouse, who 
saw the papers in the case, that Mrs. 
Vanderbilt’s action is one for absolute 
divorce. 

Chandler P. Anderson, Vanderbilt's 
personal counsel, who was seem in re- 
gard to the suit, sald: “You see | am 
in no position to talk of the affairs of 
my client.” When Anderson was in- 
formed that it had been learned that 
the action was one for absolute di- 
vorce, he said: “I cannot talk.” 

Had secrecy for the time being been 
wished the action of counsel could not 
have been better timed. The offices of 
the county clerk are closed at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Only a few moments 
before that hour the comparing clerk 
received the papers. By the time that 
that official was through with them it 
was too late for the papers to be ofti- 
clally recorded yesterday. They were 
placed in a safe and will formally 
entered today. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt was Ellen French, 
daughter of the late Francis O. French, 
president of the Manhattan Trust com- 
pany and director of many railroads. 
Her mother has been abroad for several 
years, but is returning for the nuptials 
of her granddaughter, Miss Pauline L. 
French, and Samuel Wagstaff, which 
will be solemnized at Newport. Ellen, 
or as she is more generally known, 
Elsie French, married Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt on Jan. 11, 1901. A year later 
their only child, William H., was born. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, as the second son of 
the late Cornelius Vanderbilt, inherited 
something like $60,000,000. He has 
been regarded as the head of the fam- 
fly since the estrangement following

the marriage of Cornelius, the eldest 
son, to Miss Grace Wilson. 
Vanderbilt sailed yesterday after- 


Mauretania, upon Which 
vessel Lis cousin, the Duchess of Mar!- 
borough, also was a passenger. The 
duchess had been the guest recently of 
her mother, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont. 
Seen just before the Mauretania left 
her pier, Vanderbilt declined to discuss 
the report that a separation from his 
wife was imminent. A half-hour later 
Mrs. Vanderbilt's attorneys appeared 
before Justice O'Gorman. 

The domestie affairs of Mr. and Mrs. 
Vanderbilt have engaged public atten- 
tion since March 24, when Mrs. Vander- 
bilt, accompanied by her son and her 
maids, left Oakland Farm, near New- 
port, R. I., and went to the home of her 
brother, Amos T. French, at Tuxedo 
Park, this state. Much of the furnish- 
ings at the Newport home have been 
shipped to Tuxedo. The French cot- 
tage at Tuxedo has been put in shape, 
it is said, for continued occupancy. 
Vanderbilt, while here recently, has 
had apartments at the Plaza hotel. 
Neither Vanderbilt nor his wife would 
discuss the reports that gained circula- 
tion after her removal from Newport. 

At Tuxedo last night it was said that 
Mrs. Vanderbilt had left for New York. 
It was reported that she would spend 
some time with her attorneys here, but 
whether she remained in the city for 
the night is not known. At the Plaza 
hotel it was said that communications 
sent to the Vanderbilt apartments re- 
mained unanswered.

Suspension Bridge Gave Way 

Bluefield, W. Va., April 2.—Three 
men were drowned at Rock by the col- 
lapse of a suspension bridge spanning 
Blue Stone river.

Employers’ Liability Bill Ready 

Washington, April 2—The house 
judiciary committee has cleared the 
way for a speedy report of the employ- 
ers’ Habillty bill.

Preventative Work 
Is Necessary 


Mr. Warren F. Spalding, secretary 
of the Massachusetts Prison Associa- 
tion, spoke to the Mothers’ Association 
at Bethany Chapel, Wednesday even- 
ing, on “The New View of the Bad 
Boy.” He began with a reference to 
the old view of the juvenile offender, 
that he was a criminal, as much so as 
the adult offender, and that all legal 
processes should be the same. He was 
complained of for committing a 
crime, was “arraigned,” “convicted” 
and “punished” as a criminal. The 
record was a criminal record and 
could not be effaced. 

One of the results of considering 
him a criminal was that large num- 
bers of children were sent to jail—372 
between 12 and 17, in a single year, to 
the Suffolk county jail, with adults. 
Many of the offences were very petty. 

The new view is embodied in new 
legislation. The offence is not 
ignored, but the proceedings are not 
criminal. The boy is charged with 
being a “delinquent child,” a condi- 
tion and not an offence. He is not 
“convicted,” but “adjudged to be de- 
linquent.” The record involves no 
stigma. The powers of the court are 
substantially the same as under the 
old law, but the purposes is reclama- 
tion and not punishment. 

The new method naturally leds to 
a study of the causes of juvenile 
crime, for the juvenile offender is a 
product. Mr. Spalding enumerated 
some of the causes, prominent among 
them being had homes, bad parents 
and bad environment. Lack of 
facilities and opportunities for play 
constitute another cause. We violate 
the laws of a boy’s nature and then 
wonder that he violates our laws. A 
playground is better and cheaper than 
a policeman in preventing juvenile 
crime, 

The new law does not merely pro- 
vide a new way of doing an old thing, 
it provides for something entirely new 
—for reclamation, rather than pun- 
ishment. A boy may be restrained 
from doing the wrong he wants to do 
by fear of punishment, but that to be 
effective must be constant, which is 
impossible. The only way to prevent 
a bad boy from doing bad things is to 
so change his character, that he will 
not want to do them. The new law 
aims to do this, 2 

New powers are given. Instead of a 
fine for larceny, he is to make restitu- 
tion. No boy who has committed an 
offence against thé person or  prop- 
erty should be released by the court 
until restitution or reparation has 
been made, They are far more effec- 
tive than fines; they teach him the 
rights of property. Parents may be 
held responsible for the delinquency 
of their children. 

But the most effective feature of 
the new law is found in the opportun- 
ity it gives for friendly supervision. 
When punishment was the aim, the 
private citizen could do little. It was 
the work of the courts. But with re- 
clamation as the aim there is work 
for volunteer helpers. The Western 
courts are far ahead of ours, They 
utilize friendly visitors as they are 
used in charity work, but the work 
can be undertaken only by trained 
workers who are ready to undertake 
the supervision of probationers, They 
must watch over him rather than 
watch him; get into friendly relations 
with him and win his confidence. The 
personal touch of a good man or 
woman is the only power that will 
transform a bad boy. 

Too much is expected of the court. 
It gets the boy after the great trinity 
of preventive forces have failed—the 
home, the church and the school. 
More preventive work is necessary. 
The great need of a city like Quincy 
is a juvenile improvement association, 
made up of the best women and men 
who can be found. Its first business 
should be, to study the whole question 
of local juvenile crime, the places 
where it originates and its causes. 
Then and not until then will it be able 
to devise and apply remedies. Such 
an association, ready to supply trained 
volunteers for the care of probation- 
ers, can be of great value to the court. 
It can help the bad boy by supplying 
his one great need, a decent, helpful 
friend. 

Mr. Spalding related many incidents 
illustrating the methods of using the 
new legislation, and the results. se- 
cured, 


He also answered several questions 
asked by those in the audience. 


About 150 were present and showed 
deep interest in the subject discussed. 
Mrs. W. H. Doble, the president of 
the Mothers’ Association, presided, 
and by request reviewed the history 
of the association which was organ- 
ized in 1863.

Payne Says Business of the 
House Will Go Through 


THE FILIBUSTER DENOUNCED 


—_— 


Begun in Earnest by Democrats, 


Who Adopt Obstructive Tactics to 
Prevent Business Being Done--Meet 
With Defeat After Long Sitting 


Washington, April 3.—Formal! notice 
| was served on the Democrats in the 
| house of representatives late yesterday 

by Mr. Payne-of New York, leader of 
the majority, that from that time on 


the Republicans will lock horns with 
the Democrats and carry through the 
majority’s program notwithstanding 
the attempt of the minority, under the 
leadership of Mr. Williams of Missis- 
sippi, to dictate the character of legis- 
lation to be enacted. 

Immediately undertaking to carry 
this schedule into effect, he forced the 
latest sitting of the session. Both 
sides were able to keep their members 
in their seats, and it soon became evi- 
dent that the Democratic filibuster was 
on in earnest and that the Republicans 
were determined at least to test the 
sincerity of their opponents. 

After the passage of the agricultural 
appropriation bill the Democrats  be- 
gan obstructive tactics to prevent any 
business being done. After several 
measures had been refused considera- 
tion by reason of these tactics, Mr. 
Payne called up the resolution to refer 
to the several committees the presi- 
dent’s recent message to congress. 

Observing that the Democrats were 
preparing to block its consideration un- 
less ample time was given for general 
debate, Payne asserted that “because of 
the hypocrisy of those on the other 
side,’ meaning the Democrats, no gen- 
eral debate would be allowed. 

Mr. Payne denounced the Democratic 
filibuster which was begun last Mon- 
day in pursuance of the notice given by 
Williams a week ago, and character- 
ized Williams’ action as “puerile.” 
The Democrats, he contended, were in 
no position to lay down a program for 
the Republicans. “The majority,” he 
sald, “have charge of the business of 
the house and the business will go 
through just as the majority decides it 
shall go through.” 

Discussing the president’s message, 
Payne asserted that there never was 
any doubt about a new employers’ liabil- 
ity law being enacted this session. He 
gave notice that in future he would ob- 
ject to all Democratic requests for 
unanimous consent or for time to speak. 

After forcing thirteen rollealls and 
exhausting their parliamentary — re- 
sources in é@mployment of dilptory 
tactics, the Democrats in the house 
found themselves worsted in the strug- 
gle. The majority side at 10:09 o'clock 
earried a motion to adjourn by a vote 
of 121 to 81. 


Fusillade In Courtroom 

Terre Haute, Ind., April 3.—Having 
been found guilty on a charge of arson, 
Henry D. McDonald, in the circuit 
courtroom, drew a revolver and shot and 
killed Chief of Detectives Dwyer, seri- 
ously wounded three other officers and 
a bystander, and was himself seriously 
wounded. McDonald had been tried 
for dynamiting stores and a church in 
Sandford. While McDonald was held 
to be a desperate man, he had been per- 
mitted his liberty during the trial. The 
police department has been active in 
the case and several officers were in 
court to hear the verdict. 


Ferryboat Damaged by Steamer 

New York, April, 3.—Ferryboat 
Maine, plying the East River, was run 
into near the Brooklyn shore last night 
by a sound steamer. The upper-works 
of the ferryboat were wrecked and she 
is said to have sustained some damage 
below the waterline. She steamed un- 
der own power to a repair yard, where 
her frightened passengers were put 
ashore. The steamboat was apparently 
undamaged. 


To Test ‘Hollow Earth’ Theory 

Albany, April 3.—The Reed Hollow 
Earth Exploring club of New York has 
filed a certificate of incorporation with 
the secretary of state. The club is or- 
ganized to explore the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic region “to the end that the truth 
or falsity of the proposition or theory 
advanced by William R. Reed that the 
earth is a hollow sphere may be estab- 
lished with absolute certainty.”

RUN DOWN BY-CRUISER 


B | British Torpedo Boat Destroyer Sunk 


and Many Men Drowned 
Portsmouth, Eng., April 4.—During 
night maneuvers in the channel the 
cruiser Berwick ran down the torpedo 


boat destroyer Tiger and several men 
were drowned. 

The Tiger was cut in half and 
speedily sank. Boats from the Ber- 
wick and the cruiser Gladiator picked 
up twenty-two men, one of whom died 
of his injuries. It is believed that the 
Tiger had a crew of forty-five men, 
and that all the others were drowned. 


Bomb In Tenement House 

New York, April 3—By the explo- 
sion of a bomb in a hallway of a tege- 
ment house in East Twelfth street 
three men were injured, though not fa- 
tally, fifteen Italian families were ter- 
ror-stricken and the walls, ceilings and 
flooring of the house were wrecked. 
One of the injured, Emmanuelo Sporta- 
ro, is the owner of the house. Two Ital- 
ians were arrested on suspicion of com- 
plicity in the crime. Sportaro de- 
clares that he received a letter demand- 
ing $5000 and saying that if he did not 
accede to the demand he would be killed. 


Big Cut In Steerage Rates 

New York, April 3.—By a sharp re. 
duction fm steerage rates, announced 
by the North German Lloyd Steamship 
company, it is expected that another 
1ate war between the trans-Atlantic 
lines will be precipitated. The new 
tariffs are effective immediately and 
are as follows: To Genoa and Naples, 
$15; to Palermo and Messina, $18; to 
Milan and Leghorn, $16.75; to Gibraltar, 
$11; to Piraeus, $22; to Alexandria, $25; 


to Jaffa, $27, and to Beirut, $29. 


Testimony Does“Not Agree 

New York, April 3.—The minutes of 
the grand jury which inquired into At- 
torney General Jackson's connection 
with the receivership of the Hamilton 
bank will be submitted to Governor 
Hughes and to the legislature. This 
was decided by Judge Foster after 
hearing arguments on a presentment 
handed up by the grand jury, which 
declared there was a conflict in the tes- 
timony and requested the court to send 
the minutes to Albany. 


Fooled Press and Public 

Berlin, April 3.—But three Berlin 
newspapers reproduced the alleged text 
of the letters exchanged between Em- 
peror William and Lord Tweedmouth, 
which appeared in a Munich magazine. 
The article was widely published in the 
provinces, however, and it was alse 
printed in Vienna. The editor of the 
Munich periodical which published the 
alleged letters admits that they were in- 
tended as an April fool joke. 


Troops Fired on Rioters 

Rome, April 3.—During the funeral 
of a workman a number of roughs who 
were following the hearse created seri- 
ous disorders. Troops were called out 
and barred the passage of the proces- 
sion. The rioters attempted to force 
their way through the ranks of the 
troops and stoned the soldiers, who 
were obliged to fire, killing three of the 
rioters and wounding fifteen, four of 
whom were mortally injured. 


For Promotion of Peace 

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, April 3.— 
The Honduras committee of the Central 
American Fraternity, which was pro- 
vided for by the recent peace congress 
at Washington, was organized here 
yesterday. The fraternity has for its 
purpose the promotion of peace and acts 
of union and better understanding be- 
tween the Central American republics. 


Evidence of Brutal Murder 

New York, April 3—A murder was 
uncovered in a field near Flushing, 1.. 
I., when the body of an unidentified 
Italian was found literally cut to pieces. 
There were numerous stab wounds on 
the body, the throat had been cut and 
the left ear was missing. Besides, the 
face of the man had been kicked and 
trampled upon and badly disfigured. 


Revolutionist Stays In Prison 

St. Petersburg, April 3.—The govern- 
ment has refused the request of the 
wife of Nicholas Tschaikovsky of the 
Russian revolutionists for permission to 
take her husband from the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul to a_ hospital. 
She was willing that he either be re- 
leased on bail or that she herself pay 
the expenses of a guard. 


Amnesty For Political Offenders 

Paris, April 3.—The chamber of depu- 
ties adopted the amnesty bill by a vote 
of 497 to 5. This bill grants amnesty 
to those who committed political of- 
fenses In 1907 in connection with the 
winegrowers’ revolt in the south of 
France, except in cases of anti-patriot- 
ism, anti-military activity or insubordi- 
nation. 


Anti-Gambling Bills Halt 

Albany, April 3.—The bills intended 
to abolish gambling at race tracks in 
this state have gone over until next 
Wednesday, when they will be a spe- 
cial order on final passage in the 
senate. This arrangement was made 
after a day of intermittent skirmishing, 
most of it of a parliamentary character. 


A Thirty-Six Story Bullding 

New York, April 3—Plans for an- 
other sky-scraping building to be erect- 
ed on the lower end of Manhattan isl- 
and, facing on West and Washington 
Btreets, are announced. The new 
structure is to be 36 stories and 445 
feet in height. It will be equipped with 
30 elevators and will cost $4,600,000,

After two sessions were 
held, at the conclusion of which perma- 
nent organization had not been ef- 
fected, the convention adjourned until 
today. 

Admirers of Bryan will continue 
their efforts to have the. convention 
postponed until after the national Dew- 
ocratic convention meets in Denver on 
July 7. 

The first contest came at the after- 
noon session. A. M. Walling of Ne- 
braska vigarously protested against the 
manner in which the members of the 


He said no man had any right to serve 
on that committee or to hold a seat on 
the convention unless he could show 
proper credentials. Walling averred 
that many of the delegates were self- 
appointed, and had no credentials, and 
he was voted down.

Indiana Republicans Want Fairbanks 
Nominated For President 

Indianapolis, April 3—The Indiana 
Republican state convention adopted a 
platform, endorsed Vice President Fair- 
banks and instructed the thirty 
delegates to the national convention at 
Chicago to vote and to work for his 
nomination for the presideney, and 
then nominated a full state ticket, 
headed by James E. Watson of Rush- 
ville, for governor. 

The contest for nomination for gov- 
ernor was keen, and it took five ballots 
to decide it. Mention of President 
Roosevelt, Vice President Fairbanks, 
Senators Beveridge and Hemenway and 
Governor Hanly caused enthusiasm 
among the delegates. 

The platform includes a plank writ- 
ten by Fairbanks, insisting on revision 
of the tariff by a session of congress 
to be called in November after the fall 
elections. Other planks favor child la- 
bor laws, a state local option law with 
the county as a unit, economy in public 
expenditures, especially respecting the 
army and navy; a modification of the 
financial system, complete regulation 
of capitalistic combinations and the 
creation of a bureau of mines and min- 
ing.

PRESSURE UPON CONGRESS 


Charge That Submarine Boat Com- 
panies Harass Members 

Washington, April 3.—That an attor- 
ney of the Electric Boat company was 
pressing and “bearing down” upon a 
member of congress with reference to 
submarine boat legislation was the 
charge made before the special commit- 
tee of the house of representatives in- 
vestigating the charges against the 
Electric Boat company. 

The charge was made by Frank L. 
Edinborough of Bay City, Mich., a 
state senator and formerly the private 
secretary of Congressman Loud of that 
State, who is a member of the house 
committee on naval affairs. Edinbor- 
ough testified that the attorney was W. 
D. Gordon and that the member of con- 
gress whom he was harassing was Loud. 

Mr. Edinborough was not a willing 
witness, and at tirst refused to answer 
certain questions, on the ground that 
they were confidential, owing to the fact 
that he was the private secretary of 
Loud, but Loud released him from such 
obligations and he told his story. 

Mr. Edinborough produced an anony- 
mous letter which he said he received 
in Bay City on Feb. 12 from Washing- 
ton, saying that Loud voted for “the 
$1,476,000 graft in the naval commit- 
tee;” that a story was in circulation 
that the Holland company management 
got a prominent attorney to become a 
candidate for congress against Loud, 
and that Loud finally agreed to vote for 
the submarine bill on condition that the 
attorney withdraw as a candidate. 


Alleged Dealer In Bogus Checks 

Chicago, April 3—Howard E. Dunn, 
83 years old, surrendered to the police 
here, saying that he was wanted in 
Boston on charges of passing alleged 
worthless checks. He protested inno- 
cence of the charges. Dunn had an 
unendorsed check for $25,000 drawn 
on a New York bank, made payable to 
Dunn and signed by “A. Sabey.””.

It is contended 
that no man has a right to thrust 
these glaring signs upon the attention 
of people whether they are willing or 
not, any more than he has to create 
an evil odor on“his premises to offend 
one’s sense of smell Richard Wat- 
son Gilder, editor of the Century 
Magazine, puts the case thus strong- 
ly: 

As I went yesterday to my office 
in this city I passed one of the most 
beautiful of moderh buildings, a sav- 
ings bank built recently of white 
marble in the classical style. It is a 
pleasure to look upon this noble and 
restful structure. And it is a pain, 
and an anger to have to take in, at the 
same glance, an enormous liquor sign, 
high in the air beyond and above it. 
What is the use of building exquisite 
structures, if any tasteless and re- 
morseless trader can come along with 
his glaring, dominating appeals for 
your money, and utterly spoil the 
effect. It is as if at a symphony con- 
cert, venders of soap should be al- 
lowed to go up and down the aisles 
and bawl their wares. 

A similar experience accompa- 
nied my railroad trip on the same 
day over one of the lines between 
New York and Philadelphia—where 
now and again a loud array of adver- 
tising signs spoiled the effect of the 
rich, otherwise harmonious landscape. 

One of these days the people of a 
commercial community will appreciate 
the fact that, to put it commercially, 
beauty is a valuable asset, as well “as 
a joy forever; and then the adver- 
tisement fiend will not be allowed to 
go up and down the land destroying 
views, which means destroying values 
—values that belong to the entire 
population, and that no individual has 
the right to ruin.

It has developed that the position j 
taken by United States Consul Fisher | 
at Harbin, under instructions from the | 
Washington government, to decline to | 
recognize the uuthority of the director 
of the Chinese Dastern railway in the 
municipal government there, is the first 
indication the American government 
has given of the course likely to be fol- 
lowed by it in the maintenance of the 
“open door” doctrine anuounced as a 
permanent principle by the late Secre- | 
tary Hay. | 

That the American government will 
have little difficulty in maintaining the | 
position it has taken is made evident 
trom the yiew of a basis of Kussia’s as- 
sertion of Jurisdiction over the Chinese 
Eastern railway zone. This basis is a 
contract eutered into by the Chinese | 
fovernmént and the Kusso-Chinese bank 
in 1898. Many of the principal features 
of this coutract have been made the 
subject of protest since by China. 

For instance, the director of the road | 
was to aw appointed by China and to 
reside in Pekin.

NEW RAILROAD SIGNALS. 


German Device to Catch Engineer's 

Attention on Approaching Signals. 

Germany recently has been having 
its share of the same epidemic of rail- 
road disasters which aroused the 
American public a year ago, and the 
large number of accidents which were 
traced to the failure of engine drivers 
to see signals has caused the Prussian 
railway administration to adopt a new 
signal apparatus. The feature of the 
hew system lies in the warning given 
the engineer that he is approaching a 
signal about 110 yards before the sig- 
| nal itself is actually reached, says the 

New York Times. This is accoimplish- 
ed by the use of an electric eab signal 
systen: which rouses the driver’s at- 
tention by ringing a bell and exposing 
a white slide directly before his eyes 
in the cab. With his attention thus 
stimulated the driver will have no ex- 
cuse for running by a signal in a fog. 
This combination of outside ami inside 
apparatus does away with the objec- 
tion railroad men have made to signal 
devices before the engineer’s eyes in 
the cab, which they believed would 
tend to make him pay less attention to 
the line of road stretching before him. 
Watching from the locomotive is ab- 
solutely necessary for the safety of the 
train and would gradually be left un 
performed if attention was distracted 
entirely to the little signal apparatus 
in the cab, 

The apparatus now used in Prussia 
on several railroads is as foHows: At 
a fixed distance from the signal post 
two parallel iron bars with a smal! 
space between them are mounted aloug 
the track for several yards. ‘There is 
attached to the- locomotive an arm 
which carries a bristly broom made of 
pliable copper wires. ‘The passage of 
this broom between the iron bars pro- 
| duces a contact which is intense and 
| free from concussion. An electrical ac- 
tion follows upon the mechanism in 
| the cab, a bell sounds an@ a white 
| slide replaces a red. The sign remains 
| plainly visible to the eye until the en- 
| gineer presses a butten. He knows 
| definitely that a signal ts to be ex- 
| pected and if he cannot clearly make 
; out the order intended will stop the 
} train,

IN THE NICK OF TIME 


Organist’s \Discovery Prevents 
the Blowing Up of a Church 


PLANS FOR GAS EXPLOSION 


Fire Had Already Started at Base of 


Organ, Underneath the Platform 


of Which a Gaspipe Had Been Dis- 
connected--Culprit is Unknown 


Sath, Me., April 6—An attempt to 
blow up the Universalist church in this 
town was prevented shortly before the 
time for the commencement of the 
morning services yesterday by the 
timely discovery of Miss Mary Morse, 
the organist. Gas escaping from a dis- 
connected pipe under the platform upon 
which the organ rested und a lighted 
lamp placed under the organ so as to 
cause a fire and resulting explosion, 
were the means employed in the at- 
tempt to wreck the edifice. 

As neither the church nor its pastor, 
Rev. A. B. Hervey, are known to have 
any enemies, the Bath police tried to 
get into communication with George 
Tucker of Winthrop, Mass., who re- 
paired the organ two weeks ago, in the 
hope that he might give some clue to 
someone who from a spirit of revenge 
toward Tucker might have tried to de- 
stroy the work which he had just com- 
pieted. 

A choir rehearsal was held in the 
church Saturday night and everything 
was left in order, so far as known 
When Miss Morse entered the church 
Sunday morning shortly before the ser 
vices were to commence, she noticed 
that the gas lamp which she had left 
on the organ Saturday night was miss- 
ing. She also detected a strong odor of 
gas, and looking down towards the 
base of the organ she saw flames. 

She called Janitor Curtis, who quick- 
ly put out the flames wiih a few buckets 
of water. Underneath the organ Cur- 
tis located the missing lamp which had 
been taken from the organ shelf. The 
flames from this lamp had set fire to 
the base of the organ, which was blaz- 
ing briskly when discovered by the or- 
ganist. Curtis also found that a gas 
pipe underneath the organ platform had 
been disconnected and the space al- 
ready filled with gas. In a few mo- 
ments more, it is believed, there would 
have been sufficient gas to have be- 
come ignited by the blazing orga», caus- 
ing an explosion of sufficient f. *e to 
have wrecked not only the orga: out 
the church as well. 

Upon searching for some trace of the 
person who had attempted the destruc- 
tion of the church, a side door, which 
liad been fastened merely by a brace 
on the inside, was found open, and it is 
presumed that the culprit had left the 


cLurch In that way. As no signs of a 
forced entrance to the building were 
found, it is presumed that the mis- 
creant had gained access to the church 


Saturday night, when it was opened 
for choir rehearsal, and concealed him- 
self until after the singers had left. 

It is believed that the lamp was 
lighted under the organ a few hours be- 
fore Miss Morse found it, as the flames 
had not gained much headway. Fortu- 
nately the working part of the organ 
was not serlously damaged and after 
the church had been aired the services 
were held as usual, with Miss Morse at 
the organ. 

A basket of shavings was found un- 
derneath the organ and near the lamp. 
This basket, it was said, had been re- 
moved from the workroom used by 
Tucker while he was repairing the or- 
gan. 


Someone Tampered With Organ 

Winthrop, Mass., April 6—George 
Tucker was seen at his home here last 
night and informed of the attempt to 
blow up the Universalist church organ 
at Bath, Me., which he was recently 
engaged in repairing. Tucker said that 
he could not conceive of anyone who 
would make such an attempt. He de- 
clared, however, that each time when 
he had gone to repair the organ he had 
found that it had apparently been de- 
liberately tampered with and that on 
one or two occasions his tools had been 
taken while he was at work repairing 
the organ. 


Will Stimulate Irish Trade 

London, April 6.—The correspond- 
ence is published here between John 
P. Boland, Nationalist M. P., and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The state department 
at Washington accedes to Boland’s re- 
quest to publish the statistics of Ire 
land's trade with the United States sep- 
arately. Boland says the president's 
prompt attention will serve as a valu- 
able stimulus to Irish trade. 


Will Not Influence Elections 

Albany, April 5—Governor Hughes 
bas definitely declined to accede to the 
wish of many of the Republican organ 
leaders that he indicate his preference 
as to the “big four’ delegates-at-large 
to the Republican national convention.

Arrest of Man Suspected of Having 
Committed Arson 
Winthrop, Mass., April 6.—James 
Flanagan of this town, 49 years old, is 
under arrest, charged with arson on ac- 


gount of a fire which burned four shore 
cottages and one wing of Crest hall, a 
large hotel. F'anegan will probably 
be given a> exs gixation to determine 
his mental ¢vn3°" on. 

Only one of the cottages was occu- 
pied, but the hetel contained about 
forty guests, who were compelled to flee 
in thejr night clothing. Everybody got 
out s&fely and no one was injured, 
though several found their exit by the 
stairways almost completely blocked by 
fire and smoke. One woman, a domestic 
employed in the hotel, was carried out 
unconscious, 

The fire started in the unoccupied 
cottage owned by Alvin C. Norcross, 
and situated next to Crest hall. It was 
discovered at 2:45 a. m. Sunday when 
Flanagan, the man who was afterward 
placed under arrest for starting the 
blaze, ran to the fire engine house and 
gave the alarm. When the firemen 
reached the scene, the Norcross cottage 
was enveloped in flames, and a brisk 
wind carried the fire to the other cot- 
tages and to the hotel before it could 
be subdued. 

On account of certain acts which the 
police regarded as suspicious and be- 
cause of conflicting statements which 
he is alleged to have made, Flanagan 
was locked up pending an investigation 
as to his sanity. The loss by the fire is 
$18,000.

Clinton, Mass., April 6—John Du- 
gan of Bolton, aged 30, was burned to 
death while fighting a forest fire that 
burned about 100 acres of timber land 
in portions of Bolton, Lancaster and 
Clinton, causing a monetary loss of sev- 
eral hundred dollars. The fire was one 
of five widely scattered forest fires that 
the Clinton firemen had been called to 
fight and is believed to have been of in 
cendiary origin.

The position of the country is quite 
unprecedented, there being no previous 
example of a change occurring in the 
premiership while the sovereign was 
abroad. On this account the course of 
procedure to be followed is open to 
some doubt. 

Although long anticipated, the actual 
announcement of the premier’s resig- 
nation had not been looked for for some 
days yet, and comes somewhat as a sur- 
prise to the country. Bannerman’s 
condition had shown some slight im- 
provement recently, and his resignation 
was not due to any sudden impairment 
of his physical condition. 


Political Booms Hit Washington 

Washington, April 6.—Supporters of 
George Gray of Delaware for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for president have 
established headquarters in Washing 
ton and today they actively entered up- 
on a campaign on behalf of the Dela- 
ware statesman.

Lisbon, April 6.—The elections here 


| sesterday were followed last night by 


serious rioting, which was only put 
down by most vigorous action on the | 
part of the police and the troops. The 
rioting broke out in different parts of 
the city, as though by a preconcerted 
plan. | 

Troops which had been patrolling | 
and others that had been held in re- 
serve were immediately ordered into 
action and they repeatedly charged the 
mobs that in places filled the streets, 
but without effect. The rioters used 
clubs, stones and whatever other 
weapon was at hand, and finally the 
troops were obliged to fire upon them, 
killing and wounding a number of them. 

This determined action on the part 
of the authorities seemed to have the 
desired effect, and the mobs were soon 
dispersed. At a late hour most of the 
Republican voters had gone to their | 
homes, but bands of youths continued 
to demonstrate before the churches. | 
They confined their disorders, however, 
to shouting. 

With the exception of minor disorders 
at Anjos and Alcantara the elections | 
passed off quietly throughout the coun- | 
try, So far as present advices indicate. 
In this city there was much hooting and 
deriding the police, but the latter did | 
not hesitate to scatter the crowds with 
a strong arm. |

The Mexico Earthquake. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Doble have 
heard from their daughter at Mexico 
City. The earthquake was an experi- 
ence she does not care for a second 
time as considerable damage was 
done in the city, A dispatch from the 
city April 2 says:The Chilpancingo 
district of the State of Guerrero and 
a portion of the mountain districts of 
the State of Oaxaca continue to be 
shaken by earthquake shocks’ of 
slight intensity, according to des- 
patches received at the Government 
central observatory here. It is stated 
that there has been no cessation of the 
disturbance since the severe shock 
occurred several days ago, and that 
these later tremors have caused many 
damaged walls to fall. There are 
many smaller mountain towns from 
which no news as yet has been re- 
ceived. They are situated in a very 
rough region one hundred to two 
kundred miles from the nearest tele- 
graph and railroad. The severe shocks 
on March 26 caused a swell in the 
ocean, and much damage was done by 
the overflow along the Pacific coast 
for a distance of about two hundred 
miles, At Acapulco the low lands ad- 
jucent to the town were flooded. Loud 
subterranean noises accompanied the 
shocks at that place.

sinking craft was accomplished by the 
Dominion line steamer ‘urcowman, 

which arrived at this port from Bristol, 

Eng., tive days behind time. The Tur- | 
coman brought the crew of the barken | 
tine Bearn et Bretagne of St. Renny, 
France, which foundered in mid-ocean } 
after she had been dismasted. t 

The Turecoman encountered = strong 
head winds and terrific seas throughout | 
the greater part of the voyage. On the 
morning of March 27 the lookout 
sighted a barkentine flying signals of 
distress. The foremast had been car 
ried away and the other two appeared 
to be in danger of crashing overboard. 

Although the wind was blowinga gale 
and the sea was running at a_tre- 
mendous height the captain of the 
steamer decided to heave to and at 
tempt the rescue of those on board the 
barkentine. The steamer approached 
as near as she could and hailed the 
distressed vessel, which proved to be 
the Bearn et Bretagne, bound from St. 
Bervan for St. Pierre, Mig. ‘There 
were thirty-five men on board, nearly 
all of whom were fishermen. 

The barkentine had sprung alenk, 
and for two days the crew had fruitless- 
ly worked the pumps to keep the craft 
free. The water constantly gained on 
them in the gale and, to add to the dif- 
ficulties, a heavy gust of wind carried 
the foremast overboard. 

The Turcoman’s captain called for 
volunteers and Chief Officer Williams 
and four men put off ina boat. Before 
the small boat reached the side of the 
barkentiue the gale carried away the 
nain and mizzenmast. The crash of 
wreckage from aloft struck two of the 


barkentine’s crew, who were slightly 
injured. 
After considerable difficulty * the 


steamer’s boats reached the side of the 
barkentine and the entire crew of the 
fisherman were eveutually transferred 
to the steamer. The Turcoman’s bout 
made four trips and each time the 
Frenchmen had to be hoisted on board 
the steamer by means of a rope 
fastened around their bodies. The crew 
of the French vessel were in an ex 
hansted condition and could do little to 
help themselves, on account of the 
many. hours spent at the pumps with 
out rest or sleep. <A short time after 
the rescue the Bearn et Bretagne foun 
dered. 

The shipwrecked men were taken in 
charge at this port by the French con- 
sul, who made arrangements with the 
consul general in New York to forward 
them to that city by steamer. From 
New York they will be sent either to 
France or to St. Pierre. 

The Bearn et Bretagne was built ten 
years ago and registered 600 tens. She 
was on her way to join the French 
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Denver, April 7.—William J. Bryan 
addressed a large crowd last night in 
the El Jebel temple banquet hal!

Bryan de 
voted considerable attention to the tar- 
iff views of Secretary Taft and Vice 
President Fairbanks. 


No Pressure Upon Loud 
Washington, April 7.—-In the investi 
gation of charges against the Electri- 
Roat company being conducted by the 
special house committee Representa- 
tive Loud of Michigan denied a state- 
ment to the effect that he was anneyed 
because a representative of the Elec 
tric Boat company was “bearing down” 
on him in his district on the question 
of submarines. Loud denied that any 
influence had been brought to bear ou 

him to vote for submarine boats.

M. Alexeieff, vice minister of com- 
merce and director of the department 
of commercial navigation. The budget 
commission threatened to report against 
the budget of this ministry unless 
Alexieff was removed.

ploye occasioned by the negligence of a 
fellow servant. It also relaxes the 
common law rule which makes contribu- 
tory negligence a defense to claims for 
such injuries. 

A provision, however, diminishes the 
amount of the recovery in the same de- 
gree that the negligence of the injured 
one contributed to the injury. 
further makes each party 
for his own negligence and requires 
each to bear the burden thereof. 

The bill, as passed by the house, was 
transmitted to the senate later in the 
day and, on motion of Senator Dolliver, 
was laid on the table subject to being 
called up at any time. Dolliver ex- 
plained that the bill is quite similar to 
the measure reported to the 
from the committee on education and 
labor. Dolliver probably will move to

i“ ‘Under Compromise Scale 

| barre, Vt. April 8.—The strike of 
| granite cutters of, Barre and Montpelier, 
which began March 1, was settled when 
voted to 
#ccept the compromise terms arranged 
| by a committee of conference. It is ex- 
pected that the differences between the 
manufacturers and quarrymen will be 
adjusted in a few days, so that the 
quarries may be started up in all de- 
partments next Monday. Between 
4000 and 5000 men have been concerned 
in the six weeks’ strike. 

Under the compromise agreement 
the cutters are to receiye 5742 cents an 
hour minimum wages fot the first year 
of a three-year contract, 38 cents for the 
second year and 383-4 cents for the 
third year. Under the agreement 
which came to an end when the strike 
began the cutters received 374% cents an 
hour. Their demand was for 40 cents. 
The agreement, in addition to fixing the 
wages, provides for weekly payments 
and Saturday half-holidays in the 
months of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember. 

The quarrymen have also received & 
compromise proposition from the manu- 
facturers and will vote on the matter 
at a meeting this afternoon.

TO IMPROVE THE SCHOOLS. 


Cannot Do This by Equalizing Salaries, 
President Eliot Says. 

President Eliot of Harvard has made ; 
this statement on the subject of teach- 
ers’ salaries and other educational Is- 
sues: | 

“T have not been able to see the ex- |} 
pediency of paying women teachers 
and men teachers in the public schools ; 
equal salaries. The women are, as a 
rule, only temporary teachers; the 
men, on the other hand, ought to be! 
and usually are candidates for perma- 
nent employment during their lives 
If these two sets of employees are 
paid the same salaries, either the wom- | 
en will get too much or the men will | 
get too little. 

“I should suppose that the effect} 
would be to diminish the number of 
men who would go into the service, | 
and that it would also postpone the} 
adoption of the most needed improve- | 
ment in the public schools—namely, | 
the reduction of the number of pupils ! 
placed in charge of one teacher. 

“Perhaps the action of the labor un- 
fons concerning the wages of women 
would be suggestive in this case. ‘They 
insist, you know, that in any given 
trade—as the compositor’s, for exam- 
ple—women must be paid the same 
wages as men. Their object is not to 
benefit women, but to keep them out 
of the trade, and it is to be observed 
that they usually attain their object by 
this device—at least In some measure.”

the enterprise which the church had 
committed to them four years ago, 
when they were appointed to look in- 
to the matter of providing a suitable 
home for their pastor, had been ac- 
complished. The house has been built 
and paid for, and by a unanimous 
vote of the congregation given to the 
pastor for his free use last October. 

The Brotherhood reported a mem- 
bership of 60. The Ladies’ Mission- 
ary society had raised $115 for home 
and foreign missions, and work among 
the colored people in the South, 

A very interesting feature of the 
meeting was the report of the “Go-To- 
Church-Band,” which is an organ- 
ization of children whose object is to 
get the children to attend the preach- 
ing services on Sundays, There are 
over 100 members of this band. Their 
attendance at church is registered on 
a card which is punched as they enter 
the church. That this plan is suc- 
cessful is attested by the fact that 
during the past year, 9122 attendances 
have been registered, 6148 at the 
morning services, and 3974 at the 
evening. The average number of 
children at the morning service for 
the year, rain or shine, has been 99, 
and at the evening, 75. In other 
words, the average number of chil- 
dren attending the morning and even- 
ing services for the year, per Sabbath, 
has been 175. Five—Annie Jenkins, 
William Michael, Melvin Chalmers, 
Charles Bishop and Walter Morrison— 
have attended every service, morning 
and evening during the past two 
years. 

The pastor reported for the session, 
that during the past twelve months 
45 have been added to the communi- 
cant roll of the church, 21 of these on 
confession of their faith, and 24 by 
letter, making the total number of 
members now to be in the neighbor- 
hood of 400. 

Before adjourning the question of 
repairing the present church edifice 
or of building a new church was 
raised, but as the hour was late it was 
decided to leave this matter for fu- 
ture consideration. The congrega- 
tion has outgrown its present quarters 
and there is need that the old be en- 
larged, or that a more modern and 
commodious structure be erected. 

Altogether it was a most encourag- 
ing meeting and the members of the 
First Presbyterian church take up the 
work of another year with courage 
and great hopefulness.

A SEVEN-MILE SWIM 


Crew of Two of Water Boat Were 
Rescued Barely In Time 
Portland, Me., April 9.— With a heavy 
fea running and their steamer dis- 
abled, the captain and engineer of 
the water tug Ben Hur jumped over- 
board with only one life preserver be- 
tween them and swam seven miles to 

the life sav@g station. 

Steamer Ben Hur, Albert Perry and 
Engineer Thompson, left Portland har- 
bor with water for the lightship, about 
fourteen miles from this city. When 
they had been out but a short time the 
tubes blew out of the boiler and with 
no steam and night settling it began to 
look desperate for the two men. 

A northwest storm began shortly af- 
ter, and for hours the boat was not only 
at the merey of the terrible sea that was 
running, but directly in the path of navi- 
gation. 

After five hours of being tossed about 
and storm-beaten and expecting any 
minute to go to the bottom, Perry de- 
cided to swim ashore. Guided by the 
fog whistle at the Two Lights, Cape 
Elizabeth, the men swam as best they 
could, impeded as they were by heavy 
clothing and blinding snow. 

How long they were in the water they 
do not know, but when they had given 
up all hope, and were about to relin- 
quish their hold upon the life preserver, 

they were seen and picked by the night 
patrol of the Cape Elizabeth life sav- 
ing station.

Boston, April 9.—John R. Raymond, 
17 years old, and John ‘T. Sylvester, 
aged 18, were practicing speed in draw- 
ing revolvers at Raymond's home, 
when Raymond's revolver was dis- 
charged and Sylvester was instantly 
killed, the bullet passing through his 
heart. Raymond was arrested on a 
charge of manslanghter, but the shoot- 
ing is believed to have been wholly ac- 
cidental. 


Word From Explorer Rice

Power to Declare a “Recess” 
Given to Speaker Cannon 


NO ROLLCALL IS NECESSARY 


Republicans Willing to Assume Re- 
Sponsibility Charged to Them by 
Democrats, Who Ciaim Credit For 
Forcing Important Measures 
Washington, April 9.—After a de- 

bate which consumed a large part of the 
day, in which the 
participated and in which 
many sharp passages, though in perfect 
good nature, the house passed a new rule 
enabling the speaker to declire a recess 
at 5 o'clock every day for the remainder 
of the week without a rolicall. Not- 
withstanding the rigid rules already in 
force the Democrats forced five rollcalls 
on the rule. 

The debate was participated in by 
Messrs. De Armond and Williams, Dem- 
ocrats, and Messrs. Sherman and Dal 
zell on behalf of the Republicans. 

Beginning the controversy, De Ar- 
mond said that evidently it had become 
offensive to the Republicans to have a 
rolicall, notwithstanding the require- 
ment of the Constitution. Heattributed 
their reluctance to a desire not to be 
found on record. He admitted that 
adoption of the rule would demon 
Strate that the Republicans could pass 
any bill they desired to pass, but urged 
that it would place squarely upon them 
the responsibility for all failures to leg- 
islate. 

Mr. Sherman responded that the Re- 
publicans were entirely willing tu as- 
sume entire responsibility. “The Ke- 
publican party,” he said, “has always 
been ready to accept full responsibility 
when it has been in power, which is in 
striking contrast to the Democratic par- 
ty, which, even when it is in power, 
has lacked the courage to carry out its 
declared policies.” 

Mr. Williams claimed credit for force 
ing the Republican majority to a vote 
on many important measures. He 
made reply to Dalzell’s recent speech, 
which had been calculated, he said, to 
cause him to grow angry, but he did 
not propose to lose his temper simply 
because the Republican seaders did not 
want him and the president to legislate. 
“But,” he said, “we will legislate; we 
shall get a free wood pulp bill, but we 
won't get a campaign fund publicity 
bill because of the near approach of the 
elections, when you want = contribu- 
tions.” 

Mr. Dalzell denounced the filibuster 
as “not only unseemly, but uhjustifiable 
and indefensible.’ He declared no 
Hmitation had been put upon debate 
and asserted that business is further 
advanced now than at the same period 
in the last congress. 

As if to divest the Democrats of 
every vestige of any powers left to 
them, Dalzell subsequently had passed 
another bill which the Republicans put 
through by sheer force of number. The 
rule provided that hereafter that a gen- 
eral appropriation bill that has been 
considered and amended in committee 
of the whole house shall be put on its 
passage under suspension of the rules, 
and that a majority and not a_ two- 
thirds vote shall carry the bill through. 
The object of the rule is to prevent the 
Democrats securing rollealls on mo- 
tions for separate votes on amend- 
ments,

prosecuted in France. 


Presidential Veto Sustained 

Washington, April 9.—By a vote of 
257 to 0, the house sustained President 
Roosevelt's veto of the bill transferring 
Commander White from the retired to 
the active list of the navy. The presi- 
dent gave as a reason for his action 
that the transfer would not be for the 
best interests of the service. 


Asquith Is Made Premier

Appropriation Bill 
For New Navy 


The Washington dispatch of April 
8 to the Herald says: The naval ap- 
propriation bill authorizing the con- 
struction of two, instead of four, 
battleships and eight, instead of four, 
submarine torpedo boats, and carry- 
ing a total appropriation of $103,967,- 
518 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1909, was reported to the House today 
by Chairman Foss of the committee 
on naval affairs. 

Representative Hobson of Alabama 
submitted a minority report recom- 
mending that provision be made in the 
bill for four- first-class battleships in- 
stead of two. 

The report shows that there are in 
course of building seven battleships, 
four armored cruisers, three scout 
cruisers, five torpedo boat destroyers, 
four submarine torpedo boats, two 
colliers and two sea-going tugs. 

The committee recommends the con- 
struction of two first class battleships, 
to cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, not exceeding $6,000,000 each; 
10 torpedo boat destroyers of the high- 
est speed, and to cost, exclusive of 
armament, not to exceed $800,000 
each; eight submarine torpedo boats, 
to cost not more than $3,500,000; one 
sub-surface torpedo boat at a cost not 
to exceed $400,000, and two small ves- 
sels of like typé, not to exceed in cost 
$22,500 each—a total authorization of 
$23,945,000, which will be increased 
$7,000,000 by the cost of arming and 
equipping the two battleships, 

The naval construction programs of 
the other great powers for the com- 
ing year are given as follows: 

Great Britain—Three battleships of 
the Drea-nought type, one fast un- 
armored cruiser, five ocean-going 
destroyers, 12 first-class torpedo 
boats, 12 submarines—$39,418,650. 


France—Five destroyers, 10 sub- 
marines—$18,696,346. 
Germany—Two battleships, one 


armored cruiser, two scout cruisers, 
12 destroyers and several submarines 
—$30,575,860. 

Japan—$17,965,793 for construction 
and repair, including the restoration 
of Russian warships taken as prizes. 

The relative positions of the powers 
in naval strength is shown to be as 
follows. 

Ships built—Great Britain, United 
States, France, Germany, Japan, Rus- 
sia, Italy, Austria, 

Ships built and  building—Great 
Britain, France, United States, Ger- 
many, Japan, Russia, Italy, Austria.

John Taylor with the death of Thomas} 
Murray. 

The present home of Taylor and the 
name under which he has since lived, 
married and risen to the head of a big 
mereantile establishmeut, are kuown 
to but three men bere and his secret will 
be kept. ‘Taylor's identity was made 
known by him to the court after a 
search for him that had covered two 
continents and occupied several years 
had been abandoned. 

Throwing himself upon the mercy of 
the prosecution, Taylor invited an in 
quiry into his life for the last quarter 
of a century. This was made aud 
proved so satisfactory that former Su- 
preme Court Justice Clearwater, who, 
as district attorney, secured the indict- 
ment of Taylor, declared that it would 
be gross injustice to reveal the man’s 
hew name. 

Justice Howard of Troy, sitting in the 


supreme court, dismissed the indict 
ment against Taylor yesterday, after it 


had been shown that all possible wit- 
nesses against the defendant were dead. 
Justice Clearwater, who had personally 
investigated the and present Dis- 
trict Attorney Cunningham gave their 
sanction to the action of the court. 
Howard, Clearwater and Cunningham 
only have knowledge of the facts in the 
case. 

Justice Clearwater said: “The killing 
of Murray was a case of love, rum and 
politics, Only manslaughter was 
charged, and this could not be proven 
now. ‘Taylor has made a new home 
and won an honored name. He is at 
the head of a big manufacturing estab- 
lishment in the west, has a wife and 
six children, all ignorant of his early | 
misfortune.

The killing of Murray and the subse- 
quent pursuit of Taylor created great 
interest, Murray was killed at Port 
Ewen on an election day upon which 
there had been nearly a riot at the polls. 


Taylor and Murray belonged to oppos- 
ing political parties and loved the 
same girl. On election day they first | 


: 
quarreled at the polling place and later 


fought on the street. <A brick with 
which Murray’s skull was cracked is 
still preserved in the office of the dis- 
trict attorney. Several days Inter 
Murray died and Taylor fled. 

In 1882 a grand jury indicted Tay!or 
for manslaughter in the first degree | 
and a systematic search for him sae} 
instituted. Taylor was traced to Penn- 
sylvania, where it was alleged he had 
allied himself with the Molly Maguires. 
He escaped from the country, but was 
located eventually at the home of his 
mother in Ireland. He was appre- 
hended, but there was some trouble in 
securing his extradition and he again 
escaped, 

Later Taylor returned to America] 
and settled in the west. He was pros- | 
perous, but lived always in the fear 
that he would be recognized. Recently 
he determined to clear his name. He 
communicated with the officials here, 
who had long before given up hope of 
his arrest, and yesterday's dismissal of 
the indictment resulted.

The present industrial depression and 
the causes that led to it were referred to, 
as was the position of the federal goy- 
ernment in reference to questions now 
confronting the country. Continuing 
Mr. Meyer gaid: 

We have passed through a monetary 
crisis of late; but we should remembei 
that since the Civil war the country bas 
experienced two great financial crises, 
namely, in 1873 and in 1862, and in each In 
stance It recovered the lost ground and 
then advanced to still greater heights of 
success and prosperity. 

The financial disturbances of 1907 are 
now recognized as due to credit conditions 


among several nations which were fayor- 
able to crises. 

In our country distrust was first engen- 
dered by the revelations as to the methods 
employed in some great life insurance 
companies in New York State, and later 
was increased by the facts brought to 
Nght through the New York public utill- 
ties commission. The enormous money re- 
quirements of the railroads and tndustrial 
euterprises, and the stupendous demand 
for money caused by the wide-spread ex- 
travagance on the part of municipalities 
and indiduals living beyond their means 
demonstrated the insufficiency of unem- 
ployed money. 

Yet there are those who blame the ad- 
ministration for their losses and ref€se to 
acknowledge the real causes which brought 
about the disturbed financial conditions. 
They prefer to believe their troubles to 
be due to the struggle between the 
national administration and certaln power- 
ful combinations commonly known as 
trusts that have managed by illegal 
methods to drive their competitors to the 
wall, thus destroying competition, monopo- 
lizing trade, and eventually enabling them 
to demand discriminating rates from rall- 
roads by threatening the withdrawal of 
their products. 

It has been the purpose of the president 
to make these combinations realize, no 
inatter how powerful or prominent those 
associated with them may be, that the 
dis- 
tinguished senator has said: ‘The efticacy 
of all law lies in the integrity and per- 
sistence of its enforcement.” 


Government Supervision of Railroads 


The Republican party is unalterably 
epposed to government ownership of rail- 
roads, but ft favors government super- 
vision, and I venture to predict that when 
that Is realized, gnstead of its being a dis- 
advantage to our railroads, it will prove 
a great benefit. The fact that an Issue of 
bonds or stock has been authorized by the 
national government will at once Insure a 
ready market for those securities In the 
most conservative financial circles. of 
Europe—which they have not bad hereto 
fore. In other words, government sanc- 
tion will prove to be as beneficlal to those 
securities as the printed guarantee re- 
quired by the government under the pure 
food law has been to our food products. 

Who itn Massachusetts would dare to 
take the responsibility for the abolishment 
of the board of railroad commissioners, 
or who would now advocate that quasl- 
public corporations issue securities in our 
State without supervision? What the 
national administration is attempting to 
do fs to follow the example of Massachu- 
setts by adopting laws which will give 
federal supervision in the issuance of bonds 
and stocks by our railroads dging an tin- 
terstate business. The president's policies 
have been maligned, ciliutornratel, mis- 
represented; yet the people believe In him 
because his actions stand for righteousness. 

President Roosevelt In a special message 
has recommended to congress the impor- 
tance of making preparation at this ses- 
sion through a committee or commission 
for gathering at once necessary and prac- 
tieal information looking to the revision 
of the tariff In onder that the subject shall 
receive efficient and proper consideration 
by congress. 

The laws regarding the prevention of 
monopolies and the improvement of la- 
bor conditions, Mr. Meyer further de- 
clared, must be perfected. He said our 
relations with foreign countries are on 
a satisfactory footing, and told what 
had been accomplished in the VPhilip- 
pines under the direction of the secre- 
tary of war. The position occupied by 
the United States among nations was 
touched upon by Mr. Meyer, who con- 


tinued: : 


What Roosevelt Has Done 


There was one man only who had the 
courage and diplomatic tact to step in be- 
tween Russia and Japan and bring about 
a peace honorable to both nations, and that 
Humanity 
owes him an everlasting debt of gratitude 
for saving the lives of hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and preventiug suffering be 
yond description. Later the President's 
influence was felt diplomatically at Alge 
ciras in the conference which brought 
about an understanding over a question 
which at one time threatened the peace of 
Europe. 

His altruistic efforts and unceasing en- 
ergies at home have resulted in far-reach- 
ing benefits to the nation, namely:

man, wholly without regard to his ereed, 
his birthplace, his color or the section of 
the country in which he dwells.

The tinal coup was planned for Jan, 
29, when a provisional government was 
to be proclaimed, but Franco succeed- 
ed in foiling the conspirators. 
Brava, Costa and Moniz, other leaders 
in the movement, were trapped in the 
national library as they were awaiting 
the signal, and were placed under ar- 
rest. Senhor Alpoim alone escaped. 

Franco, then believing it to be a ques- 
tion of life or death for him, hurried 
the minister of justice to Villa Vicosa 
to obtain the consent of the king to the 
famous decree giving the premieraibso- 
lute power to crush the government's 
enemies. This meant death, banish- 
ment or exile for the Republican con- 
spirators, 

It was too late for collective 
and, according to The Temps, the indi- 
vidual revolutionary group at once de 
creed the king’s assassination, selecting 
Buica and his confederates to execute 
the order. After King Manuel's acces 
sion the government decided to draw a 
veil over the murders, as a serious in-

relied upon the vote of William S. 
Alexander of Barre, Vt., to carry their 
points, and that the Quincy manufac- 
turers had objected to the so-called 
“closed shop” agreement of the con- 
ference. 

“These are the facts,” said Mr. Dun- 
can. “The conference had agreed 
that any yote, to be binding, should 
consist of a majority of the represen- 
tatives on each side. For instance, 
if three union men and one of the 
manufacturers voted together, that 
vote would not be binding, as a ma- 
jority of the manufacturers had not 
voted for it. 

“The Quincy manufacturers have 
always considered Mr. Alexander as 
an authority on the kind of matters 
discussed at this conference, and were 
fully agreed to his serving on the com- 
mittee and also acting as chairman. 
D. L. McLaren, another member of the 
committee, represents the New Eng- 
land Granite Works, with quarries in 
Concord, N. H., and C. Harry Rogers 
of Rockport, Mass., of the Rockport 
Granite Company, a large employer 
himself, was the third member of the 
committee. The makeup of the com- 
mittee was above suspicion. 

“Nothing was agreed upon without, 
at least, a two-thirds vote. The open 
or closed shop was not discussed at 
all, for 97 per cent of the journeymen 
granite cutters in this continent be- 
long to our union. There are not 
more than fifteen non-union men of 
the 1,500 cutters, polishers and _ tool 
sharpeners.”

LEAGUE 
PROTESTS 


No License 
Organization 
Gets After The 
City Council 


A well attended meeting of-the Ex- 
ecutive and Advisory Committee of 
the Citizens No-License League was 
held Thursday evening. The meeting 
was called for the purpose of protest- 
ing against the indiscriminate manner 
in which the majority of the City 


Council at its meeting last Monday 
night granted Express Permits to 


earry intoxicating liquors in the City 
of Quincy. Representative citizens 
from the different wards attended this 
meeting, and they did not hesitate to 
express their indignation at the man- 
ner in which a majority of the Coun- 
cilmen misrepresented their constit- 
uents. 

At the last election every ward and 
every precinct in every ward cast a 
majority of votes against the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, and the total 
majority throughout the city was 
larger than had been recorded at any 
previous election. At a meeting of 
the No-License League held December 
30, 1907, a special committee was ap- 
pointed to use its good offices in see- 
ing that the Licensing Committee of 
the City Council of 1908 should be 
composed of men who would be in 
sympathy with the large and evenly 
distributed No-License sentiment as 
expressed at the polls. 

The special committee of the No- 
License League was led to believe 
that such a Licensing Committee of 
the Cfty Council had been appoined, 
but recent events would seem to show 
that a majority of the Licensing Com- 
mittee are in favor of the indiscrimi- 
nate granting of Express Permits.

tee of the City Council of 1907, the 
| publishers of the A. B. C. Pathfinder 
Express list, and many representative 
citizens, and as a result of their in- 
vestigation they formulated certain 
general rules or. prineiples which in 
their judgment should be followed in 
granting the so-called Express Per- 
;mits. There rules or formulas were 
| briefly as follows:— 

First—That no permit should be 
granted to any one who had been con- 
victed of breaking the laws govern- 
ing the sale and transportation of 
liquor. 

Second—That no permit should be 
granted to an expressman who was 
not a resident and a taxpayer of the 
City of Quincy. 

Third—That no permit should be 
granted to anyone unless he were a 
bona-fide expressman, that is, one 
whose chief business was the carry- 
jing of general merchandise. (The 
Council of 1907 used the A B C Path- 
finder Express list as its authorit# of 
| what constituted a bona-fide express- 
| man.) 
| Fourth—That in view of the tre- 


mendous No-License sentiment 
throughout the city, as expressed at 
the last and all preceding elections, 
the City Council should  serutinize 
every application most carefully, and 
should use its best endeavors to keep 
the number of expressmen authorized 
to carry liquor down to a small num- 
ber. 

On Thursday April 2, 1908, the 
Licensing Committee of the City 
Council considered all the applica- 
tions to transport intoxicating liquors 
that had been received at that time. 
There were eleven applications and 
the committee reported to the Council 
recommending that permits be grant- 
ed to all of them. The Council also 

passed all of them and they were sent 
| to the Mayor for his approval or dis- 
approval. ?

Oil Poured on Convention's Troubled 


ft, Waters In a Speech by Lodge-- 


, Negro Delegates Precipitate a Con- 


test Over Alternates-at-Large 


Boston, April 11.—The four men who 
will lead the Massachusetts delegation 
to the Republican national convention 
will go to Chicago unhampered by 
pledges. These four delegates, selected 
at the state convention, are Senators 
Lodge and Crane, former Secretary of 
the Navy Long and Sidney O. Biguey, a 
business man. 

The alternates-at-large selected were 
Frank E. Dunbar of Lowell, Winfield S. 
Schuster of Douglas, Ralph D. Gillett 
of Westfield and James I’. Shaw of Man- 
chester. 

The convention adopted resolutions 
endorsing Governor Guild as a candi- 
date for the vice presidential nomina- 
tion, advocating a ‘wise revision” of 
the tariff, and on the question of the 
presidential candidacy of William H. 
Taft stating that it “recognized that a 
majority of the delegates to the conven- 
tion desired his nomination,” but that 


it was “uncertain whether a resolution 


of preference would be carried, and its 


presentation would certainly lead to a | 


contest, which would be injurious to the 
welfare of the party.” 

This last named plank, the adoption 
of which was the feature of the con- 
vention, was admitted by all the party 
leaders to be a compromise affair. It 
was submitted to the committee on reso- 
lutions at 9 a. m. yesterday by the Taft 
Feague, after an all-night session. The 
fight on it may be regarded as starting | 
with the inception of the Taft move- 
ment in this state several months ago, 
becoming acute when Senator Crane, 
while not directly opposing the candi- 
dacy of Taft, declare in a public state- 
ment in February that the Massachu- 
setts delegation to Chicago ought not 
to be hampered by pledges. 


Both sides had made every effort for 
a decisive victory in the convention. 
Whe Taft people wanted either pledged 
or preference resolutions, while their 
opponents fought against anything 
that would indicate a preference. The 
eompromise was effected when the 
leaders of the unpledged cause admitted 
that a majority of the delegates to the 
state convention favored Taft, and by 
the agreement on the part of the Taft 
Jeaders that a resolution expressing a 
desire instead of a preference for his 
nomination would be satisfactory. 

Even after this agreement had been 
reached it was not certain but thatsome 
ef the warmest supporters of Taft 
would endeavor to substitute it by a 
more radical plank. Senator Lodge, 
however, with the finishing of the read- 
tng of the resolution, stepped forward 
and made a speech in which he ex- 
plained that the compromise was made 
im the interest of party harmony as well 
as for his friendship for his colleagye, 
Grane, his desire for the of 
Lieutenant Governor Draper next fall 
and for the perpetuation of the policies 
of President Roosevelt. 

Senator Lodge's speech aroused much 
enthusiasm. The

After 
John N. Cole had presented a_ ticket 
made up of four citizens of the state, a 
negro delegate nominated Charles W. 
M. Williams of Boston, another negro, 
which was followed immediately by 
Samuel IF. Courtney of Boston, also a 
negro, being placed in the field. Will- 
jams was charged with being a bitter 
antagonist of Taft and President Roose- 
velt, while Courtney was charged with 
having run for school committeeman on 
a Democratic ticket. 

The debate practically closed the con- 
vention proceedings, for as soon as the 
delegates had dropped their ballots they 
retired from the hall. The votes 
showed that Williams led 
but that the convention desired neither, 
and the Cole ticket was selected.

The street in the 
vicinity of the Standard dealer's store 
was crowded all day by people laying 
up a supply of kerosene.

Montreal, April 11.—Alexander Berk- 
man, the anarchist, is in Montreal. In 
speaking of President Roosevelt's an- 
nouncement he made this statement: 
| “Roosevelt is a fool. His latest mes- 
sage to congress shows that plainly. 
| The United States today is making the 
same mistake that Russia made twenty- 
five years ago in trying to suppress the 
anarchist propaganda. Suppression be- 
gets violence. The United States 
should take warning.” 


Over Five Miles Underground 

New York, April 11.—The south tun- 
nel of the two which the Pennsylvania 
railroad is building under Bergen hill, 
| Hoboken, was holed through this morn- 
‘ing. It will now be possible for a per- 
son to go from the western end of the 
Bergen Hill tunnel to East avenue, Long 
Island city, and under two rivers—a 
distance of 5.3 miles—without coming 
above ground. 


Bannerman Grows Worse 

London, April 11.—Two of King Ed- 
ward's physicians were called in con- 
sultation with Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman’s regular physicians yester- 
day afternoon. The gravity of the ex- 
premier’s condition was further  evi- 
denced by the issuing of a bulletin last 
evening, saying that there is no im- 
provement in his symptoms and that he 
is very weak,

years old, were suffocated by the cay- 
ing in of a dugout in which they were 
playing. Policemen attempted to res- 
cue the entombed boys by digging away 
the sand with their hands, but the 
mound was too deep. The bodies were 
recovered by members of a fire engine 
company.

Following a meeting of the Republi 
can state committee, to prepare t 
convention's roll, the 
opinion obtainable is that the conven-| 
tion today will be harmonious and the 
program of endorsing Hughes and nai- 
ing Stewart L. Woodford, Seth Low, | 
Frederick R. Hazzard and Edward H. } 
Butler as delegates-at-large, with their 
alternates, to the Republican national 
convention at Chicago, will likely go} 
through without opposition from any 
of the 1009 delegates to the convention 
who are in this city. 

Until the eleventh hour yesterday it 
appeared to the delegates arriving here 
that the couvention’s machinery was 
well greased and that the business of 
the delegates would be expedited great- 
ly andsmoothly.

Their Chelsea store was located in a 
block on Broadway between Everett 
and Second streets, and was entirely 
destroyed.

' the fleeing inhabitants were met by a 
yast crowd of spectators, so that it} 
' was necessary to call for troops, and 


the United States government and the 
state militia were drawn upon to main- 
tain order and keep the fire lines clear 
for the fighting.

The most conspicuous white spot 
in the black area of Chelsea today is 
{that portion of the City saved largely 
| through the efforts of the Quincy fire 
}apparatus, and Quincy firemem under 
the direction of Chief Williams of 
Quincy, bounded by Pear}, Hssex, 
Hawthorne and Marginal streets. 
Their work attracted the attention of 
those who happened to bea in the 
vicinity.

| SURGERY A NECESSITY. | 
| Dr. Maurice H. Richardson Quotes | 


Figures to Defend Use of Knife.

| From the Boston Transcript. 
By way of refuting some of the 
| popular notions regarding surgeons 
‘and surgery, Dr. Maurice H. Richard- 
son at the Harvard Medical school, 
Sunday afternoon, set forth the abso- 
lute need of resorting to the knife! 
in certain cases. His topic was: | 
|"“Dangerous popular delusions con- | 
| 


cerning surgical diseases.” 
The idea that the surgeon 
| Sensibility and is more or 


lacks 
less in- 
different to human suffering and may 
| even perform an operation when not} 
; absolutely necessary for the sake of 
| the fee, he declared to be all wrong. 
He said that the contrary is plainly | 
shown by the fact that the surgeon 
is constantly laboring to make _ his 
profession unneccesary, by prevent- | 
ing the recurrence of the diseases for 
which he operates, as well as by en- 
| deavoring to cure without resorting to 
operation. 

The doctor was particularly severe | 
on persons who deny that there is 
any such thing as disease and who | 
will undertake to cure malignant dis- | 
without expert diagnosis or 
proper scientific treatment. He de-! 
clared that such theories are derived 
from “mere craziness or faulty intel- 
ligence,” that they are beyond the 
pale of argument, and it is a waste of 
time to attempt to refute them. 

To prove his contention, Dr. Rich- 
ardson illustrated the nature of a 
variety of internal surgical diseases, 
| principally related to the digestive 
organs, by sketches on the  black- 
board, showing how, in many cases, a 
patient may be snatched from almost 
certain death and restored to health 
by a comparatively simple operation, 
and making it clear just what the 
operation would be, and how the con- 
sequences of failure to operate would 
come about. 

“As instances specially demonstra- 
ting the value of surgery, Dr. Rich- 
ardson cited intestinal peritonitis, of 
which he said, 662 cases were oper- 
ated on, last year at the Massachu- 
setts General hospital, with only 16 
deaths. Surgery is almost as sure a! 
;ecure, he added, in appendicitis, if| 
| resorted to soon enough. 
| “A popular delusion that the sur- 
' geon is simply looking for an oppor- 
tunity to keep busy all the time,” he 
| declared results in thousands and 
| thousands of deaths of sufferers who, 
are persuaded by friends not to sub- 
; mit to operation, until it is too late to} 
‘save the patient.” 

Dr. Richardson admitted a per- 
| sonal aversion to vivisection, but he! 
| declared that it must be continued, for | 
| it results in a great good to humanity.

LONG TRIP TO FIND LUMBER. 


Russia Gave Australian Firm Conces- 
sion on Siberian Timber Lands. 
An Australian corporation recently 

received a concession from the Russian 

government to take out 30,000,000 feet 
of timber a year from a forest in SI- 
beria, 900 miles from Vladivostok, to 
be delivered in Melbourne, Australia, 
approximately 8,000 miles away and 
nearly three times the distance from 

New York to San Francisco. 

It is likely that no lumbering oper- 


ation of recent years more strongly il-— 


lustrates the pinch in the timber sup- 
ply 
forest service bulletin. In the news of 
the concession, told in an American 
lumber journal, is the suggestion of 
the difficulty that all countries may 
have to encounter in getting the wood 
which they need in the future. Every 
year timber cruisers are going farther 
and farther afield and cutting trees 
which, in former times of abundance, 
they passed because of the inaccessi- 
bility of the forest. 

In taking out the Siberian timber 
the Melbourne lumbermen will have to 
ship the entire year’s cut in July, Au- 
gust, September and October, for dur- 
ing the remainder of the year there is 
no open water at the point of shipment. 
What makes this unusual! feature of 
transporting bulky logs 8,000 miles 
quite feasible is that sucy unmanufac- 
tured stock is admitted free, while 
there is a heavy duty on all manufac- 
tured wood brought into Australia, the 
duty on lumber, for instance, being 
nearly $5 a thousand board feet. At 
Melbourne a new mill is being erected 
to manufacture these logs into dressed 
stock, such as flooring, ceiling and oth- 
er products, as well as into lumber. 

These Siberian operations differ from 
the lumbering methods in the United 
States in that in this country it is pos- 
sible and customary to have new mills 
conveniently near the place of produc- 
tion, though, with the continually de- 
creasing supply, the larger mills often 
find it profitable to hau! their timber 
by trams and railroads many miles 
away from their saws. Forest experts 
in this country say that the hope of the 
United States for a steady supply of 
timber lies in the application of fores- 
try to all timber lands, private 
public, and the careful study of the 
economical and better utilization of 
product. Even so, a severe shortage 
in twenty to twenty-five years must 
be expected.

Canal Street 
Sunday Fire

The Atlantic com- 
pany reached the South ferry in 40 
minutes and the Steamer was at work 
within an hour. Chief Williams and 
his men are pleased with the treat- 
ment received, coffee and _ refresh- 
ments being served, but are proud 
because they were able to render 
efficient services, and those services 
were appreciated.

cy on the 5.13 we were soon in Bos- 
On our way in we could see the 


away, but which did not seem more 
than a half a mile away. Before leav- 
ing home a topographical map of 
Federal Government and ultimately in- 
tended to. be extended till the whole 
country is covered show the location 
of towns and shows the natural shape 
of the land, that is rivers, hills, bays 
ete. From this map the elevation at 
Orient Heights was shown to be the 
best point to view the flames. 


Arrived in Boston we made our 
way along Atlantic avenue to the 
Narrow Guage depot where we got 


the ferry and soon were on the water. 
Here we had our first sight of the 
fire. One of several schooners which 
had been anchored near the Standard 
Oils works in East Boston ‘had been 
toed out with her mats aflame. This 
was the only vessel saved of the lot 
As we passed this vessel a sailor was 
in the rigging playing a stream of 
towed out with her masts aflame. This 
main topmast was floating in the 
water, it having been burned through 
till it fell of its own weight. 

After a short wait at the East Bos- 
ton station of the railroad for a train, 
we were on our way to Orient Heights. 
The train was not very full and ap- 
parently no one was bound for the 
same place that we were. Before we 
arrived at Orient Heights the magni- 
tude of the fire was made evident to 
us. The train went through the base 
of the heavy column of smoke, visible 
from the South Shore, and we saw 
blazing sparks and embers falling 
into the yards beside ithe railroad. 
Here we began to feel that it was 
criminal for mere sight seekers to 
get so close to the trouble. 

At Orient Heights we found a large 
crowd waiting to take the train and 
begun to have fears that we might 
not be able to go back without con- 
siderable trouble. We found 1 
elevation as per map and from the 
hill we quickly saw all that we had a 
desire to. The Heights was directly 
in the path of the flames and was 
protected by half a mile of water 
and mud flats. So from here we had 
an uninterrupted view of water front 
of Chelsea which was one mass of 
blazing ruins. The wind was blowing 
a gale and the cold, coupled with the 
anxiety about getting home, caused 
us to quickly decide that won-! 
derful as the sight was we had seen 
it from the best vantage point possi- 
ble and unlike Emperor Nero _ the 
sight gave us no pleasure. 

Coming down from the Heights we 
found some.tunnel cars. From what 
we had then it seemed as if these 
tunnel cars must go under the flames 
to get back to Boston, and so decid- 
ed to take our chance on them. These 
cars were the last cars to make the 
trip to the Heights and on the way 
back had to use the out going track. 


We were carried by puffing fire en- 
gines, protective department wagons 
and within 100 yards of the flames. 


We could see one crowd lined up at 
the water edge so close that their 
heads stood out against flames so that 
it seemed as if they were a_ picket 
fence. The sight of the blazing oil 
tanks was awe inspiring, but we did 
not care to linger longer than was 
necessary here. We were glad when 
the car got onto the double track 
again and began to make time for 
the tunnel. We got back to Quincy 
after an absence of about 4 hours 
tired out, and more than glad to be 
home but with something to remem-: 
ber the rest of our lives

NEW THEATER PLANS 


Playhouse to Be Maintained For 
Advancement of Art. 


LUXURIOUS IN ITS FITTINGS. 


Splendid Structure to Be Erected In 
New York Will Seat 2,318—Fine 
Quarters For Star Performers—im- 
mense Stage and Bar Open All Year 
Round. 


Complete plans for the New theater, 
which is to be “maintained for the ad- 
vancement of art and not for commer- 
cial gain,” on the block in Centra! 
Park West, between Sixty-second and 
Sixty-third streets, New York, were re- 
cently given out by the architects of 
the remarkable structure. The exca- 
rating work has been done, and the 
foundations of the theater have been 
laid up to the level of the street. Work 
on the building will be pushed from 
now on, and it is expected that the 


New theater will be ready for the sea- ; 


son of 1909. 
Its founders hope that it will stand 
in the same relation to dramatie and 
musical art as do the principal thea- 
ters of Europe. It is planned not only 
to foster and stimulate art by the pro- 
duction of plays and light operas that 
are worth while, but also to maintain 
a school of musical and dramatic art. 
The well to do men 


the money invested shall be devoted 
to the development of such a school, 
the accumulation of an endowment 
fund and other like purposes. Briefly 
it is planned to make the New theater 
the nearest thing to a national theater 
that can be obtained in the United 
States. 

The architects therefore have tried 
to plan a fitting home for the develop 
ment of such an idea. The stage and 
auditorium will occupy but a moder- 
ate portion of its plan. Ample pro- 
vision is made for a foyer, grand stair- 
ease, retiring and cloak rooms, smok- 
ing room, entrances, roof garden, buf- 
fet, quarters for confectioner and flor- 
ist and similar accommodations, 

The building will occupy a site front- 
ing 200 feet on Central Park West. It 
will run back on Sixty-second street 
225 feet and 200 feet on Sixty-third 
street. The exterior is to be of In- 
diana limestone. The architecture will 
follow the Italian renaissance. The 
main building will have a high base 
containing all the entrances and a 
two story colonnade. The foyer, ex- 
tending through the height of two sto- 
ries, will be accentuated by large 
arches extending the full height of the 
columns. 

It may be noted in passing that the 
buffet will extend all along the front 
and that it will be open all the year 
round, as will the roof garden, restau- 
rant and art instruction schools. 

There will be twenty-two entrances, 
the biggest at the two corners, and 
the others will be strung along Sixty- 
second and Sixty-third streets. At the 


| corners will be two monumental dou- 


ble staircases, one leading to the boxes, 
the other to the galleries. 

The house will seat 2,318 people, 600 
in the orchestra pit, 300 in the boxes 
and 1,418 in the two galleries. The 
boxes are arranged in two tiers of 
twenty-four each, most of which have 
been subscribed for. Nine stairways 
will lead from the boxes through the 
foyer. In the rear of the boxes will be 
a private hall, so that box occupants 
of one floor may visit other boxes on 
the same floor. 


The auditorium will be elliptical in| 


form, the long axis of the ellipse v- RICHARD D. CHASE, | : 


ing parallel with the stage, so that the 
farthest box in the center of the house 
will be no farther from the stage than 
the last orchestra seat in the usual 
small theater. 

No orehestra seat will be under a 
gallery. The architects have tried to 
make it possible for every person oc- 
cupying a seat to hear and see every- 
thing. The acoustics will be as nearly 
perfect as possible. 

The stage is to be 100 feet wide, 68 
feet deep and 112 feet in the clear. 
The depth below the stage will be 
thirty-two feet. The proscenium arch 
is to be forty-five feet wide and forty 
feet high. Few theaters have a stage 
so large. 

Accommodations for the stars will 
be luxurious. Rooms for twenty-three 
men and fifteen women have been pro- 
vided for. All the dressing rooms face 
on the street. Four or five of the thir- 
teen elevators will be used to take the 
chorus girls and supers to and from 
the stage. 

The stage will be big enough for 
grand opera. The Metropolitan stage 
is no larger.

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HELP FOR HOMELESS 


Comes Promptly and Efficiently 
After Chelsea Disaster 


NO ONE WITHOUT SHELTER 


Three Known Dead, but a Hundred 
Persons Are Missing, the Bodies 
of Some of Whom May Be In the 


Ruins--Many Families Separated 


3oston, April 14.—From the embers 
of Sunday's conflagration in Chelseu 
there Las arisen a well organized move- 
ment for aid and relief of the ten thou- 
sand homeless, a counting of the cost 
by insurance companies, whose repre 
sentatives placed their losses at three 
millions and a half, anda determination 
by the city authorities to rebuild the 350 
acres swept by the flames where stood, 
before the tire, property valued at near 
ly six millions. 

Revised figures indicate that the 
losses are divided according to the vari- 
ous classes of property destroyed as 
follows:

The insurance of $3,500,000 is divided 
among about eighty companies. 

There is comparatively little suffering, 
reported among the fire victims. So 
prompt and efficient was the relief work, 
beginning Sunday, that practically no 
one was Without shelter during the 
night. Yesterday the relief work was 
taken up by those who handled the 
Massachusetts fund for San Francisco 
sufferers. 

Early in the day Mayor Beck issued 
an appeal to the country, but after a 
conference with Acting Governor Dra- 
per the appeal was amended so as to 
include only the state. Announcement 
was made that $15,000 had been raised 
by subscription in Boston before noon. 
In addition, the city of Chelsea appro- 
priated $10,000 and a resolve for $100,- 
000 from the state was introduced in the 
house of representatives. Many nearby 
cities announced the starting of sub- 
scription papers, and the city govern 
ments of others will holds special meet- 
ings to take action on the matter. <A 
message received from President 
Roosevelt expressed sympathy and vol- 
unteered the services of the army and 
navy. 

In the meantime the local organiza- 
tions, such as the Associated Charities 
and Salvation Army, were perfecting 
their work and they professed entire 
ability to find temporary quarters for 
all the homeless. 

The burned district is closely pa 
trolled by the state militia. The work 
of the guard, however, consists mostly 
in keeping people from venturing too 
near the standing walls. There is very 
little property remaining to be guarded, 
so thoroughly had the area been swept 
by the flames. In fact, the underwriters 
who viewed the ruins see no prospect 
of salvage of any description. 

One street, Broadway. has been 
cleared and opened to the general pub- 
lic, and as it leads straight through the 
heart of the ruins, a steady stream of 
people move through it allday. A few 
of the ruins smoke lazily, and two more 
oil tanks caught fire yesterday and 
burned themselves out. Other than 
these, there was little left of the fire 
and all the visiting apparatus was sent 
home yesterday. 


The burned territory was so densely 
populated that it will take a long time 
to examine the ruins thoroughly. Peo- 
ple hunting for missing rélatives and 
friends had to confine their efforts to 
the hospitais, relief bureaus and the 
“hy neighboring cities and towns. 

While the list of official dead still re- 
mains at three, it is believed that there 
must be more somewhere among the 
blackened timbers and stones. So far 
as can be learned there are fully 100 
missing. The work at reducing this list 
necessarily proceeds slowly. 

Families seattered widely in the first 
excitement and so many were the places 
of refuge offered in the thickly popu- 
lated metropolitan district, a district 
second only to New York in point of 
population and covering a wide area, 
that the work of systematizing a search 
proceeds with great difficulty. In a 
large majority of cases fathers and 
brothers sent the children and women 
out of danger early in the conflagration 
and remained behind until the last mo- 
ment in the hopes of saving some of 
their heavier possessions. The fire 
traveled so rapidly that they had to 
make hasty escapes and were unable to 
tejoin the others of their families. 

Offices for registration purposes to as- 
sist in reuniting families and tracing 
the missing were opened by the relief 
tommittees, the police and the newspa- 
pers during the day, and by night many 
of the missing reported themselves. 

One gratifying feature of the situa- 
tion is the fact that all the homeless 
peaple are well housed. So far as 
anown no one is sleeping out of doors 
or In tents. Ample accommodations in 
the halls, public buildings and private 
houses of the neighboring places were 
furnished for all refugees.

It Is belleved that Massachusetts will 
be amply able to provide for the suffer- 
ers, but Acting Governor Draper, May- 
or Beck and other officials, as well as 
the citizens generally, express their 
deep gratitude at the spontaneous of- 
fers of aid that came from all over the 
country. 


Fiends May Have Spread Flames 

Boston, April 14.—The Post says: 
Mayor Beck, inan interview with a Post 
representative last night, made the 
startling statement that at least three 
fires in the same district, northeast of 
Broadway, the tenement district where 
the fire raged first, had been set after 
the original blaze had commenced to 
gain headway. 

“I have been informed by a friend,” 
sald Mayor Beck, “that he saw with 
his own eyes one of these incendiaries 
at work. My informant is a prominent 
merchant of this city whose honor and 
accuracy of observation cannot be ques- 
tioned. Almost before the original 
blaze had gone beyond control there 
Were men actively engaged in doling all 
that they could to nullify the fight that 
Was being made against terrible odds.” 


Will Investigate Gotham's Affairs 

Albany, April 14.—-Governor Hughes 
has signed the bill providing for an in- 
vestigation iuto the goverument of New 
York city. The law authorizes the gov 
ernor to appoint a commission of fifteen 
persons to inquire into the city govern 
ment in New York, suggest legislation, 
and in its discretion draft a new char- 
ter and an administrative code for the 
city. The commission has authority to 
delve into all departments and can com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses and 
the taking of testimony under oath. 
The city must provide for the commis- 
sion’s expenses. 

Why Farms Are Deserted 

Washington, April 14.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, in an address here 
last night, made a strong-plea for the 
return of young men to agricultural 
pursuits. The desertion of the farm 
for the city is a national menace, he 
declared. He said that the reason why 
the farm is being forsaken for city life 
is because the American vouth has not 
had that training in scientific farming 
necessary to make that ecenpation a 
successful one. 


Probing Alleged Combinations 

Washington, April 14.— Attorney Gen 
eral Bonaparte sent Speaker Cannon a 
letter in reply to the house resolution 
asking what steps Lave been taken by 
the government to investigate the al 
leged combination of wood pulp or print 
paper manufacturers. Bonaparte says 
that an investigation is in progress, 
but no evidence Las yet been obtained 


to justify legal proceedings.

Berlin, April 14.—The historic garri-

ried in various wars, which decorated 
the central aisle of the church. Only 
the shell of the building is now stand 
ing. A short-circuited electric wire 
caused the fire.

Valdez, Alaska, April 14.—O. L. 
Grimes, a teacher in the schools on 
Afognak island, and C. P. Henkel, su- 
perintendent of the government fish 
hachery at Letnieck, are under arrest, 
charged with attacking a 14-year-old 
Ressian girl. In addition to these two 
cases, officers are In possession of affi- 
davits making similar charges against 
other persons.

AN OVATION TO FORAKER 


Speech In Behalf of Negro So'diers 
Aroused Big Audience 
Washington, April 15—Applause 
that sinothered the pounding of the vice 
president's gavel attested the warmth of 


the reception given by the crowded gal- 
leries of the senate to the speech of 
Senator Foraker in defense of the negro 
soldiers discharged without honor by 
the president because of their supposed 
connection with the Brownsville af- 
fair. 

The day was made notable in the an- 
nals of senatorial oratory. Never inthe 
history of the senate have tle galleries 
been so fully surrendered to repre- 
sentatives of the negro race, more than 
half of the crowds that filled every 
available seat and standing room being 
occupied by them, They came early and 
secured the points of vantage in all the 
galleries except that reserved for mem- 
bers of the families of senators. The 
only seats unoccupied were in the sec- 
tion reserved for the use of the presi- 
dent. 

The senator's final reference to the 
part the negro race had taken in the 
military service of the country called 
forth smothered applause and, as_ he 
finished, there was resounding hand- 
clapping, which detied the gavel of the 
vice president and continued for several! 
minutes, As the ovation ended Vice 
President Fairbanks made the usual an- 
hnouncement about the rules of the sen- 
ate forbidding demonstrations in the 
galleries and the tardy restoration of 
order called forth general laughter. 

One after another, senators from both 
sides of the chamber congratulated For 
aker on his presentation of the subject. 
Near the close of Poraker’s address the 
president’s secretary announced “a mes- 
sage in writing,”’ but in rather unusual 
manner it was skimmed through, so that 
only a bare announcement of its purport

SAN DIEGO HAS A HOLIDAY 


Golden Key to City and Gold-Mounted 
and Jeweled Sword For Evans-- 
Three Other Admirals Recipients 
of Gold Medals 


San Diego, Cal., April 16.—A parade 
of 5000 bluejackets and marines from 
the American battleship fleet marked 
the ceremonies of welcome of the state 
of California. Sixty-four companies of 
sailors, in their togs of the sea, and fif- 
teen companies of marines formed this 


most notable of the navy’s land dis- 
play. The procession was more than 
two miles long. 


The sailors marched from the water- 
front to the city park over three miles 
of streets canopied with decorations 
which combined the Red, White and 
Blue of the nation and the gold and 
white of the state. 

San Diego took a holiday to see the 
martial pageant and the sidewalks were 
<rowded with a typical holiday throng. 
Their enthusiasm was explosive, the 
appearance of the bluejackets and ma- 
tines calling for long-sustained cheer- 
ing. 

At the city parl@the sailors passed 
in review before Rear Admirals Thom- 
as, Sperry and Emery and Governor 
Gillett and his staff. 

A crowd of many thousands of peo- 
ple surrounded the grand stands. 
Three thousand school children waving 
flags and banners were massed directly 
in front of the reviewing stand and 
their songs and cheers were one of the 
prettiest features of the day’s celebra- 
tion. 

Governor Gillett, in a brief speech, 
supplemented his words of welcome 
spoken previously on the flagship Con- 
necticut, and Rear Admiral Thomas 
made formal respouse in behalf of the 
fleet. 

Admiral Thomas then accepted, in 
Admiral Evans’ behalf, a golden key 
symbolical of the freedom of the city. 
The token will be forwarded by Thomas 
to Evans at Paso Robles, and there will 
go with it g gold-moutted and jeweled 
naval sword, presented yesterday 
Evans by the patriotic fraternities of 
the city, including the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the Confederate Veterans 
and the Spanish War Veterans.

LECTURE 


On Physical 
And Moral

Miss Carret, director of physical 
training of the Milton schools and 
director of the Cunningham gymna- 
sium, spoke at an extra meeting of the 
Unity Club on Wednesday night, 
April 15, on the subject of “Physical 
and Moral Training for the Child.” 
Miss Carret spoke of the benefit of 
medical inspection in the _ schools. 
The defects commonly noticed among 
school children are poor sight and 
hearing, adnoid obstructions and ca- 
tarrhal difficulty. Both the latter 
difficulties are the frequent cause of 
deafness. After the operation for ad- 
noids, children show a marked im- 
provement in general health, alert- 
ness and ability to comprehend. Miss 
Carret recommended the nasal douche, 
and hot water gargles far catarrhal 
affections, simply hot water with a 
antiseptic; sometimes merely 
salt in the water ‘will help, but is not 
such a deterrent 
antiseptic.

Bosten, Aprii 17.— Three more bodies 
were recovered late yesterday from 
the ruims of the fire in Chelsea, making 
the total number of bodies now recoy- 
ered sine.

The faaily has been promi- 
nent im local affairs for many years, 
Mrs, Fenwick being for some years a 
member of the Chelsea schoo! board.

Misuse of relief by persons fraud- 
ulently obtaining places in the relief 
lines at relief headquarters was made 
the basis for a complete reorganization 
of methods followed by the general 
committee. The new method practical- 
ly cut off all supplies except where per- 
sonal {investigation or reliable endorse 
ment can assure the distributors that 
aid is really needed. 

The reason for this was the discovery 
that many people who never lived in 
Chelsea, imposters from various quar- 
ters, were intruding themselves in the 
crowd of reai sufferers in and around 
the Chelsea high school building. 
where dothing, supplies and quanti- 
ties of bedding and mattresses were be- 
ing distributed, and were taking what 
they had given them in good faith to 
Boston, where they were selling it for 
what {t would bring. 

Under the new arrangement the city 
of Chelsea {s divided itto five districts 
with a relief station for each district. 
People needing aid of any sort are to ap- 
ply for if only at the station nearest 
the building in which they are now 
quartered. No application for any 


thing other than second-hand clothing 
will be satisfied at the stations. how- 
ever; but the applicants will be visited 
at ithe addresses which they leave at 
the stations, and such relief as is found 
to be needed v be sent to them imme 
disiely following the visitation. 
Refugees who have been quartered 
since the fire in Boston and its suburbs, 
outside of Chelsea, wil! be required to 
make their applications for relief to 


district stations now being established 
Each application, as in Chelsea, must 
be made to the station nearest the pres 
ent quarters of the applicant Similar 
stations for the cities and towns far 
ther distant will be ar 
soon as possible 

In all cases the visitation preliminary 
to giving supplies or money will be 
made immediately by committee mem- 
bers having the use of automobiles, and 
the necessary contributions will be sent 
out from headquarters in a similarly 
expeditious manner. 

Four companies of militia remain on 
duty to guard property, but visitors are 
allowed access to all the streets in the 
burned area, with a result that thou- 
sands come from all directions to view 
the ruins. 

The relief fund has reached well to- 
ward $150,000 and the work of the va- 
rious relief committees progresses 
rapidly and efficiently. 

That the city will have the full sup- 
port of the legislature in securing funds 
with which to rebuild the municipal 
buildings was shown by the favorable 
report of the committee on rules to al- 
low the city to borrow $1,000,000 for 
the recomstruction of municipal build- 
ings.

burned, but this tall building, an easy 
prey to flames, still stands practical- 
ly undamaged. 

One can now walk or ride through 
the streets of the burned district, but 
are not allowed on the sidewalks or 
among the ruins. Hundreds from 
Quincy are visiting the scene daily 
and it is well worth a visit. 

At the relief stations the Daily Led- 


ger noticed that the work is being 
done systematically. It has been 
found necessary to closely question 


all applicants to guard against im- 
posters.

A Man of High Degree.

Arthur Leighton at school constantly 
led his classes. His father was poor, 
and <Arthur’s prospects for getting 
more than a school education were not 
encouraging when an aunt died and 
left him an annuity of $2,000 so long 
as he remained a student in a univer- 
sity which she designated.

Arbor Day 
Next Saturday 


Saturday, April 25, will be Arbor 
Day in Massachusetts, according to 
the following proclamation issued by 
Acting Governor Draper: 

“In accordance with the provisions 
of section 16 of chapter 53 of the re- 
vised laws, I designate Saturday, April 
25, as Arbor Day: 

“The commonwealth is spending 
large sums of money to save its trees 
from the ravages of gypsy and brown- 
tail moths; is giving a great deal of 
attention, work and money to refor- 
estation; and is distributing forest 
tree seeds and seedlings to large num- 
bers of schools and land owners. It 
is estimated that practically a million 
or more forest seedlings will be set 
out in Massachusetts this spring. Lit- 
erature has been sent out by the state 
forester and great interest has been 
taken by the commonwealth in the 
most important works of planing and 
improving the trees.

Following Morrisey, fifty yards to} 
the rear, came J. J. Hayes of the Irish- 
American A. C., New York, who in turn 
led Robert A. Fowler of the Cambridge- 
port Gymnasium association about the 
Bame distance. Hayes’ time was 
2:26:04, while Fowler took 2:26:42. 

Morrisey ran a wonderful race, fol- 
lowing out a plan carefully mapped 
out. He was never out of striking dis- 
tance of the veteran runners and when 
the race was half run his reserve 
strength began to tell. Without a falter 
his long strides took him up to even 
terms with the leaders and, swinging 
along to the finish, he began to sprint, 
which soon left Hayes and Fowler in 
the rear and carried him across the 
finish line an easy victor. 

The weather conditions were ideal 
for fast time when the contestants, 
120 in number, lined up before the start- 
er at Ashland, ready to start on their 
journey to Boston. A fresh wind was 
blowing out of the northwest right at 
the runners’ backs and, although a light 
snow fell for a few minutes, it soon 
turned to rain, which refreshed the 
competitors and laid the dust along 
the course. 

Every man had been examined by 
physicians and pronounced fit to at- 
tempt the long run, which, as an Olym- 


pie tryout, afforded the judges an op- | 


portunity to select part of the men who 
will journey to London and represent 
their country in the Olympic games. 

Ray Welton of Lawrence, Mass., took 
the lead at the pistol. Starting out like 
a sprinter, Welton was fifteen seconds 
ahead when he finished the first mile. 
Entering Natick, Welton was two min- 
utes ahead of the record and a quarter 
of a mile in front of the second man, 
with Fowler and Morrisey occupying 
third and seventh places respectively. 

The flying leader increased the dis- 
tance with every stride and passed 
through Wellesley nearly four minutes 
better than the record. Fowler still held 
third place and Morrisey had moved 
up to fifth, but Welton was half a mile 
away. 

Leaving Wellesley and running 
through Newton the men encountered 
a long hill which has proved fatal to 
many Marathon runners. By the time 
he had reached - this hill Welton’s 
strength was spent and he was forced 
to climb the hill at a walk. The vet- 


erans who, up to this point, had hel | 


their strength in reserve, began to move 
to the front. Welton’s lead, however, 
was so great that he had covered nine- 
teen miles before he was overtaken.

Thinks Negro Troops Guilty 

Washington, April 21.—The Browns- | 
ville affair was again a subject of in- 
terest when Senator Borah, in his first 
speech in the senate, took the ground 
that negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry were guilty of the raid that 
occurred in the Texas town.

EXPRESS PERMITS. 


The Mayor returned without his 
approval the order passed granting 
permits to transport liquor. The 
communication was as follows: 

“Order No. 76 is herewith returned 
| to the honorable City Council, for the 

{following reasons:— 

“This order apparently was  for- 
warded to the Executive department 
under a misapprehension of the law 
governing the granting and issuing of 
permits of the character referred to 

therein, 

“The issuing of such permits re- 
quires the combined action of the 
Mayor and the members of the City 
Council and such action finds expres- 
sion under the law in the signing of 
the permits by the licensing board. 
"Any action the City Council sees fit 
to take as preliminary to its members 
signing or refusing to sign such per- 
mits for the purpose of declaring its 
views upon the merits of the appli- 
cants does not seem to me to require 
the approval or the disapproval of the 
Mayor. 

“Whenever the Council formally 
votes to grant and issue a permit to 
any particular applicant to transport 

——|for hire intoxicating liquor into 
Quincy, the permit signed by at 
least the majority of the members of 
the Coungil should be forwarded with 
the order to the Mayor for action 
thereon. Until that is done the mat- 
ter is not in condition for the Mayor. 
to either approve or disapprove. 

“No permits executed by the mem- 
bers of the Council accompanied said 
order No. 76 when presented to me, 
therefore, at this time, the matter 
does not call for action by me, other 
than to remind the Council of its 
failure to forward said permits and 
to return the order to the Council for 
such further action in the premises 
as may be appropriate. 

“I desire to call the Council’s at- 
tention to the fact that said order in 
its present form is otherwise objec- 
tionable. The Council undertakes to 
deal with eleven different permits in 
one order. If the Mayor should ob- 
ject to issuing a permit to any one of 
the. applicants therein named he 
would be obliged to disapprove the 
whole order. It seems to me wiser 
to deal with each permit by a separ- 
ate order. 

“Allow me to suggest to your hon- 
orable body that the granting of per- 
mits for such purposes is one of the 
most important duties which you will 
be called upon to perform during the

Boston, April 22.—After only two 
days’ liberty, following thirteen years’ 
imprisonmert for bank robberies, Max 
Shinborn is again dn jail on a charge 
of larceny of $200 from Daniel Ketcham 
of Adrian, Mich. a j24 
Chandler street, this city, where the re- 
leased prisoner engaged a room imme- 
diately after his discharge from the 
New Hampshire state prison on Easter | 
Sunduy. 

This man, known internationally as 
“the king of bank burglars,” continues | 
to claim, as he has done for years, 
that he is not Shinborn, but that his 
name is Henry E. Moebus. He protests 
his innocence of the latest charge 
against him, and when heard in the 
municipal court he had some _ bitter 
things to say about police persecution. 
He declared: “I had rather have given 
$200 away than to have tuken it from 
apy one at this time.” 

The aged man—he is 73 
told to the court a complete story of his 
movements since his arrival in Boston 
Sunday from Concord, N. H., hopeful 
of enjoying the brief remainder of his 
life at liberty. He said that. acting 
upon advice of the prison chaplain, he ; 
went to the Boston Young Men's Chris 
tian association and asked them to di- 
rect him to a lodging house. He went 
to the address mentioned aud engaged | 
a room. 

Ketcham, the other lodger, claims 
that some time between 7 and 11 p. mn., | 
Sunday, $200 was stolen from his room. | 
He said that it had been hidden be 
neath the miuttress of his bed. 

Mrs. Barry, the landlady of the house 
reported the matter to the police and | 
Shinborn was taken into custody with- 
out direct evidence that he had stolen | 
any money, but on the strength of his 
general record. Before Judge Murray, 
in the municipal court, he was heard | 
and held in $1000 bonds fer the May! 
term of the grand jury. Judge Mur- | 
ray declared that there was probable 
cause in holding the man from the} 
fact that money had beeu stolen at a 
time coincident with the released pris- | 
oner’s stay at the lodging house.

Arlington, Mass., April 22.—Bene- 
dict Shanahan, member of the crew of 
the fishing schooner Katherine and EI- 
len, who was taken into custody by 
the Arlington police under suspicion of 
knowing something of the death of 
Annie Mullins, was released after ex- | 
amination by the police. The body of 
Annie Mullins, with her throat cut, was 
found in a lot on March 27, and the po- 
lice are apparently far from a solution 
of the mystery. 


Snowslides Cause Great Damage 

Winnipeg, Man., April 22.— All Cana- 
dian Pacific trains have been held up 
in the Rocky mountains the last two 
days by remarkable slides of snow at 
Bear Creek, Illecillemaet and at Sirdar. 
The snow carried with it immense 
quantities of ice, rock, earth and 
gravel, carrying away the track in 
places, as well as telegraph wires and 
poles. 


Grafter Sent to Prison 

St. Louis, April 22.—Ferdinand War- 
ner, member of the house of delegates 
of St. Louis, was convicted of bribery 
by a jury and sentenced to serve two 
years in the penitentiary, the minimum 
sentence.

TRAGEDY FOLLOWS DIVORCE 


—< 

Boston Man Shoots Wife and San 
and Kills Himself 

Norwood, Mass., April 22.—Bent up- 

on making good an oft-repeated threat 

to wipe out his whole family, Erasmus 

M. Boyden of Boston shot and it is 


feared fatally wounded his divorced 
wife, Mrs. Sarah Boyden, slightly 
wounded his elder son, Henry Boyden, 
aged 25, and then committed suicide at 
Mrs. Boyden’s home here. 

In order to accomplish the Sime 
Boyden ran a cordon of police which 
had been for days watching for him, 
he doing the shooting while officers 
were speeding to bis home to arrest 
him. 

Boyden, acting in the most cold- 
blooded manner, plainly told his wife 
and son that he was going to murder 
them. Then drawing a big 32-calibre 
revolver he opened fire at his son and 
then at his wife. Both were four feet 
away. Both rushed to the lawn in 
front of their home, where Mrs. Boyden. 
with a bullet wound through her right 
lung, collapsed. The son, whose 
clothing was penetrated and skin of 
his stomach cut by a bullet, escaped se- 
rious injury. 

Boyden then put two bullets through 
his own body, one of them piercing the 
heart and killing him instantly. 

The culmination of years of family 
troubles, the shooting was the direct 
result of Mrs. Boyden getting a decree 
of divorce from her husband a week 
ago last Thursday after thirty-five 
years of wedded life. 


Shot Self instead of Wife 
Haverhill, Mass., April 22.—Arthur 
Denontur, aged 40, was arrested at his 
home here, charged with an assault 
with a dangerous weapon upon his 
wife. Denontur had a bullet wound in 
his arm received, it is said, from his 
own revolver, which his wife had 
thrust aside just as Denontur was 
about to discharge it into her body. 
The couple had separated. Denontur’s 
wound is not considered serious. 


Was Friend of the Needy 

Boston, April 22.—Miss Edith E. 
Marsha!l, a prominent figure in rescue 
work in the slums of great cities, died 
at Waverly, Mass. She was a victim of 
jher own enthusiastic endeavors, her 
death being caused by a breakdown 
due primarily to overwork. She was 
born in London in 1870, and when only 
16 years old began a career of mission- 
ary and rescue work which continued 
up to within a few weeks ago. 


Granite Labor War About Ended 

Barre, Vt., April 22.—Differences be- 
tween the granite manufacturers and 
the-polishers were satisfactorily settled 
and there now remain only slight mat- 
ters with the lumpers and derrick men 
to be adjusted to put a complete end to 
the labor war in the granite industry 
here. The cutters, who have not been 
able to work while the polishers have 
been out, will resume work with the 
polishers. 


Millions Go to Art Museum 

Worcester, Mass., April 22.—The 
Worcester Art Museum became one of 
the most richly endowed institutions of 
its kind in this country by the transfer 
to that corporation last night, under 
the terms of the will of the late Ste- 
phen Salisbury, of property valued at 
2,738,000. This sum, added to the 
amount already possessed by the mu- 
seum, brings its total up to $8,332,000. 


Sixteen Counts of Forgery 
Ellsworth, Me., April 22.—The grand 
jury indicted Charles Jocylen of Bucks- 
port on sixteen counts, alleging for- 
gery.

Boston, April 22.—Four arrests for 
taking metal from the ruins, the recov- 
ery of two additional bodies and the 
examination of more than forty - wit- 
nesses at the inquest held to determine 


the cause of the Chelsea conflagration 
were the principal developments in the 
ruined city yesterday. 

While the thought seems too inhu- 
man to be considered, it is the opinion 
of the state and Chelsea police that 
the origin of the tire which swept 
the city practically from the map will 
be traced to an incendiary. 

Deputy Neal held two sessions of 
the inquest in the Chelsea courtroom, 
assisted by State Officer Smith. To- 
gether with the evidence offered by the 
Witnesses present, four anonymous 
letters and considerable material evi- 
dence was presented. 

Deputy Neal said after the inquest 
that the hearing’ would no doubt take 
up & week and that more than 100 wit- 
nesses would be examined. When 
asked if it was possible that arrests 
would be made today or in the near fu- 
ture, Neal said: “I cannot answer 
that question. We are bearing all the 
stories and simply sifting the truth 
from that which has no foundation.” 

Officer Smith said: “Ll cannot give 
out the nature of the testimony of 
fered. It was interesting in a way, but 
there are many more witnesses to be 
examined.” 

lt was learned from a reliable source 
that testimony was offered at yester- 
day’s hearing which tended to show 
that several fires were in progress at 
the same time and that several men 
were seen in the vicinity acting sus- 
piciously. The names of three men 
who have been under suspicion of start- 
ing other fires in Chelsea were snidto 
have been mentioned. 

Captain Casey of engine 8 was a 
very important witness. Shortly after 
the fire was under control Casey spoke 
of the fact that he had found a sack 
soaked with oil in a cellar of a house. 

Arrests are likely to occur at any mo- 
ment, and it is understgod at the Chel- 
sea police headquarters that certain 
persons who live in the vicinity of the 
place where the fires have started, but 
who have since moved to Boston, are 
under surveillance. 

It is believed that the remains found 
yesterday under the ruins at 54 Watts 
street are those of Miss Ann Murphy, 
aged 63. It was Impossible to make 
any complete identification of the 
body, but Miss Murphy is still missing 

At 114 Central avenue, where the 
‘bones of William Morris were found 
on Monday, there were found the re 
mains of some human being, the iden- 
tity being questionable. They may be 
those of Mrs. Morris, who was lost, or of 
John Gilbrook, aged 63, who lHved at 
that address and who is reported among 
the missing. 

Officers who were patrolling the 
ruined district arrested James Turner, 
Della C. Cariner, Joseph Good and 
Charles E. Leborgin on the charge of 
stealing a large quantity of metal from 
the ruins in various places. All were 
caught in the act, and will be arraigned 
in court on the charge of larceny.

Emil L. Boas Predicts Success of Great 
Panama Waterway. 

Emil L. Boas, resident director and 
general manager of the Hamburg- 
American line, who returned recently 
to New York, with Mrs. Boas, from a 
month’s trip to Jamaica, Colombia. 
Costa Rica and the isthmus of Panama, 
in speakjng of his trip sald: 

“First and foremost in interest of 
anything seen during my trip is that 
wonderful undertaking, the Panama ca- 
nal. It is simply overpowering, and 
after seeing what has been done and 
getting acquainted with the men who 
are doing the work the couclusion is 
made that all the great difficulties will 
be overcome and the stupendous work 
brought to a successful fiulsh, 

“If you stand on the height opposite 
the Gatun dam and have Major Hardy, 
in charge there, point out a great gasb 
in the hill which has been made in the 
last half year, you get an idea what a 
‘million yards of earth’ removed rep- 
resent. 

“Another way of appreciating these 
quantities is to watch the excavator at 
work. There it stands at the side of 
the hill, scooping up earth or rubble or 
big stones and dumping them into a 
waiting dirt train. It dips, Gills, lifts 
and drops incessantly, but how long it 
takes to fill a car—a train! Every- 
where are excavators of varied pat- 
terns, pneumatic drills and dirt trains.

DEFRAUDED MERCHANTS 


Jury Finds Four Schemers Guilty of 
Misuse of Mails 
Boston, April 23.—After 


9 Week's 
trial, a jury in the United States dis- 
trict court returned a verdict of guilty.

scheme to defraud merchants out 
goods sold on credit against William I.

Security company of Boston and H. 
Goldsmith & Co. of Chelsea as refer- 
ences, both of whom, the government 
alleges, were in the scheme. Action 
against the latter has been postponed, 
as Goldsmith was burned out in the 
Chelsea fire.

Straw. 

The Second district delegates are 
Seth M. Richards and Lester F. Thur 
ber; alternates, Charles G. Shedd and 
William F. Thayer. 


The state convention occupied two 
hours, while the district convention 
was in session less than fifteen min- 
utes, 

At the state convention an amend- 
ment to the effect that it was the 


“earnest belief that the man embodying 
every element of a triumphant candi- 
date was William H. Taft’ was tabled 
by a large majority, about 25 out of a 
total of 763 delegates voting in favor of 
the resolution. 

The convention, however, was given 
a somewhat unexpected opportunity of 
expressing its sentiment toward five 
candidates for president. In speaking 
in opposition to the Taft amendment, 
Thomas Chalmers asked for a voice 
vote of preference for LaFollette, Can- 
non, Fairbanks, Hughes and Taft in 
succession. No one voted for La 
Follette. Two voices were heard for 
Cannon, one for Fairbanks, a_ fair- 
sized shout for Hughes and a much 
louder demonstration for Taft. 

The first few formalities, the open- 
ing remarks of Chairman Gallinger of 
the state committee, the appointment 
of the different committees and the 
speech of John McLane as permanent 
chairman passed off without instance. 
But scarcely had the platform, which 
was read by Henry B. Quimby, and 
which contained, in addition to its non- 
preference plank, a recognition of an 
early revision of the tariff and an en- 
dorsement of the president, been read, 
than Judge David Cross of Manchester 
mounted the stage and offered the Taft 
amendment. The vigor, eloquence and 
humor of Cross’ speech almost belied | 
the fact that the speaker was in his 
BOth year.

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REGAINING STRENGTE 


Nothing Alarming in Cleveland’s 
Condition at Present 


WIFE CALLED IN A HURRY 


~~ 


Ex-President the Only iciest Occupy- 
ing Suite at Lakewood Hotel, Where 
No One Is Admitted to See Him-- 
Has Gout and Stomach Trouble 


Lakewood, N. J., April 24.—The coa- 
dition of ex-Presideut Grover Cleve- 
ldnd, about whom alarming reports 
have been circulated, is said by Mrs. 
Cleveland to be improved. Mr. Cleve- 
land has been suffering from rheu- 
matic gout and stomach trouble, and 
is said to have been reduced in weight 
considerably in consequence. With 
Mrs. Cleveland and a trained nurse he 
came to Lakewood about March 16 and 
since then has occupied a suite of rooms 
at the Lakeweod hotel, where it was 
said he was regaining his health and 
strength. Since his arrival he has eele- 
brated his 71st birthday. 

The hotel closed last Tuesday, but 
Mr. Cleveland did not leave with the 
other guests. This gave rise to a re- 
port that his coudition was such that 
it deemed imprudent for him to make 
the trip to Princeton. The report was 
given further credence by the fact that 
Mrs. Cleveland, who left here at 11 
o'clock Wednesday morning for Prince- 
ton, hurried back to Lakewood tbe 
same afternoon and that the express 
train which leaves Princeton Junction 
a few minutes before 5 o'clock stopped 
to take her aboard. As this train does 
not stop at Princeton Junction without 
special orders it was surmised that 
Mrs. Cleveland received a call to hurry 
back to her husband. 

No one is admitted to see the ex-presi- 
dent. The big hotel among the pines 
is locked and visitors are denied admit- 
tance. Most of the servants have left 
and the few remaining are busily en- 
geged in packing up for the summer. 

James E. Berry, the manager, says 
that the hotel will continue to house 
Mr. Cleveland’s party until they find it 
convenient to leave. “Mr. Cleveland 
is improving and will return to Prince- 
ton probably within a short time,” said 
Berry. “Mrs. Cleveland fs with him 
at present, although she divides her 
time between Lakewood and Prince- 
ton, making occasional trips to the 
Cleveland home to see her children, 
who are there. Mr. Cleveland decided 
to remain a few days longer and we will 
keep the necessary force of servants 
here until he leaves for Princeton. 

“There are a few guests remaining,” 
continued Berry, “although the house 
ts closed to new comers. Mr. Cleve- 
Jand occupies a suite of rooms which 
face the east, where he can get the 
morning sun. There is nothing alarm- 
ing in his condition at present. His 
physician, Dr. Joseph D. Bryant of 
New York, visits him at intervals.” 

Mr. Cleveland has kept to his room 
the greater part of his stay in Lake- 
wood, although he has been out driv- 
ing with Mrs. Cleveland oecasionally. 


Doctor Is Optimistic 

New York, April 24—Dr. Joseph 
Bryant, when seen here last night, did 
not appear to be at all worried about the 
condition of his old friend and patient. 
“Mr. Cleveland,” said he, “has been 
suffering from his old complaint, but is 
now recovering. I expect that he will 
leave Lakewood for his home shortly.” 


Britain’s Demands In the Congo 

London, April 24.—It is understood 
that the conditions under which Great 
Britain Is willing to recognize the an- 
nexation of the Independent 
state to Belgium include the establish- 
ment of free trading and the abolition 
of forced labor. The de!ay in the re- 
ceipt of a reply from Belgium is inter- 
preted to mean that that government 
tinds it difficult to comply with Great 
sritain’s demands, probably owing to 
the attitude of numerous companies 
holding monopoly concessions,

Johnson Men Failed to Materialize 
In Hlinois Convention 
Springfield, Ils., April 24.—The I1li- 
hois Democracy adopted the unit rule 
, and instructed its delegates to the na- 
tional convention at Denver to vote for 


William J. Bryan and to “use all Lonor- 
able means” to secure his nomination. 

After a hot fight in the resolutions 
committee, which was carried into the 
convention, the party adopted a plat- 
form plank declaring in favor of “the 
greatest possible personal liberty’’ to 
individuals, provided such liberty did 
not infringe upon the rights of either 
people. 

The resolution endorsing Bryan was 
adopted with enthusiasm. It was not, 
however, worded entirely to the satis- 
faction of Bryan’s most zealous sup- 
porters, and in the last few minutes 
of the convention Judge Thompson, de- 
claring that Bryan had been “sold 
out,” demanded a resolution be so 
worded that Illinois would be bound to 
support Bryan as long as his name was 
before the convention. His effort was 
swiftly and overwhelmingly defeated. 

The Johuson men were not in evi- 
dence during the convention, and Lo 
resolution bearing his name was intro- 
duced.

Woodrow Wilson of Princeton 


Head of a Great University Who Has Been Suggested as a 
Candidate For the Presidency—Historian, Orator, Good 
Story Teller and a Political Economist of 
Recognized Standing—Dares to 
Say What He Thinks. 


By JAMES A. EDGERTON. 
ESPITE the prevalence of higher 
education in America, college 
presidents are seldom consider- 
ed for political positions. Men 
like Andrew D. White and James B. 
Angell are conspicuous exceptions, but 
their work has been confined for the 
most part to the diplomatic service. 
There is scarcely a college head in 
either branch of congress or in high} 
executive station. As for the presi- 
dency of the United States, if we ex- 
cept James A. Garfield, who was a 
college president for a short time in his 
early manhood, no educator has ever 
been seriously considered for the office. 
Why should we not draft the know!l- 
edge, training and high ideals of the 
teachers in our government service? 
For example, 
trained political economists have some 
part in the actual working out of the 
political economy of the nation? If it 
be objected that they are only theorists, 
then give thein a chance to correct the 
defect by practical experience. Both 
the college and the government would 
be the gainers, the government in ex- 
pert knowledge and the college tn ac- 
tual contact with affairs.

It might be said that if the nation 
Were a great university it would be 
proper to head it with a college presi- 
dent; if it were a great business con- 
cern, then a banker or merchant should 
direct its destinies, but since It is a 
collection of people its president should 
be a man. A careful study of Presi- 
dent Wilson, however, will convince 
the most hypercritical that he is both a 
college president and a man. 


Popular Suggestion. 

It was Colonel George Harvey, the 
irrepressible editor of Harper's Week- 
ly, that suggested Dr. Wilson's candi 
dacy, expecting it to pass off in the 
manner of the usual Harvey pleasan- 
tries. To his surprise it “took.” The 
hewspapers indorsed the proposition 
far and wide, and people wrote in its 
favor from all over the land. That 
was two years ago, and the boom is 
Still alive. Nothing may come of it, but 
in that regard it does not differ from 
a large number of other booms. <A 
suggestion that immediately strikes a 
popular chord and keeps it vibrating 
two whole years is worth discussing. 

That Dr. Wilson has views, and vig- 
orous ones, is shown in his advocacy 
of publicity for the trusts. 

“If we are to give them our money,” 
he says, “they must at least let us 
trouble them to see their consciences. 
If we could only see the souls of the 
board of directors and know how much 
they weighed. then we would know 
whether it would be safe to invest our 
money in them or not. * * * We can’t 
abolish the trusts.

It was at a meeting of the Evangelical | 
alliance. The presiding officer, who 
was a Baptist, said: 

“Brethren, I presume that, whatever 
else our differences may be in denom- 
inational belief, we can safely say that 
the Apostles’ Creed is a platform upon | 
which we can all stand.”

Dedham, Mass., April 24—As a re- 
sult of a plea in abatement entered in 
the superior court here, the case of Dr. 
Wallace R. Amesbury, who has been 
indicted for the alleged murder of his 
wife, will go over until the September 
term of court. The plea was entered 
by counsel for Amesbury, after the de-

Several of the arch-con- 
spirators committed suicide and nine- 
teen of the others were sentenced by 
court martial to death. The latter in- 
cluded two Mexicans, one Spaniard, 
two Italians and one Belgian. The 
representatives of the powers inter- 
fered as to the death sentence, sending 
an energetic protest against such sum- 
mary punishment to Cabrera. 

Later a large number of minor of- 
fenders were pardoned and released 
from prison and, although the supreme 
court of Guatemala confirmed the 
death penalty on all those sentenced 
for the attempt on Cabrera’s life, the 
sentence was not carried out. 

Dispatches from Guatemala City last 
July said that probably all of the al- 
leged conspirators would be released 
shortly, but apparently not all of them 
were released. 


Government to Sue Railroad 

Wasnington, April 24.—By a vote of 
245 to &, the house adopted the senate 
joint resolution authorizing the attor- 
ney general to file suits against the Ore- 
gon and California Railroad company 
for the forfeiture of all or part of 2,- 
800,000 acres of land grants In the 
western part of Oregon. It is contend- 
ed by the government that by reason 
of breaches and violations of the acts 
making the grants, the railroad com- 
pany has forfeited all rights to the land 
in question. 


Will Close New York Bucket Shops 

Albany, April 24.—The passage by 
both houses of Senator Cassidy's bill, 
which, if signed by Governor Hughes 
and enforced, will put out of business 
every bucket shop in the state, was the 
surprise and sensation of the closing 
hours of the legislature. Bills to this 
effect have been before the legislature 
every year for many years. The bill is 
modelled generally upon the Massa- 
chusetts statute. 


Holy War Is Threatened 

Simla, April 24—Latest advices 
show that the Mobmands are becoming 
more aggressive. Sir James Wiil- 
eocks has been ordered to make ready 
for the front as speedily as possible. It 
is reported that in a very extensive re- 
gion the tribes are preaching a holy 
war. The Mohmands have organized 
a transport supply train to bring pro- 
yisions and ammunition, mostly from 
Afghan territory.

mite at 12:30 o'clock Sunday morning, 
causing a damage now estimated at 
$15,000, but which may amount to cou 
siderably more if it is found the founda- 
tions of the bridge have been disturbed 

The terrific explosion shook the eu 
tire north section of the city aud broke 


more than 300 panes of glass in the 
houses in the vicinity. People were 


awakened by the shock and not know 
ing the cause or what might follow the 
first explosion rushed out of their 
homes into the streets, clad only in 
night garments, terribly frightened. 
The bridge is being built at the ex 
pense of the county and the contrac 


tors, who began work a year or more 
ago, are Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins of 
Boston. The contractors employ ouly 


non-union workmen. The same firm 
has suffered three previous attempts to 
wreck bridges constructed by them at 
Baltimore, Philadelphia aud New York 

An investigation by the police dis 
closed the fact that a charge of dyna- 


mite, estimated to have been about 
forty-five pounds, was placed on the 
granite pier nearest the Fall River 


shore, and fired by the use of a long 
fuse. To reach the pier the parties must 
have used a boat and climbed to the 
top. A loose boat was found below the 
bridge and is believed to Lave been the 
one used. 

A heavy rain was falling at the time 
of the explosion, and so far as can be 
learned no one saw the men approach- 
ing the bridge or leaving It. The ex- 
plosion displaced the heavy ~<steel 
girders which span the piers and gen- 
erally destroyed the framework of the 
bridge for fifty feet either side of the 
pier. The top of the pier was cracked 
and split and it may be found neces- 
sary to entirely replace the pier, which 
will greatly increase the loss and pre- 
vent the bridge being opened the com 
lng summer, as was intended. 

Beyond the fact that two strangers 
were seen about the bridge Saturday 
the police have little to work upon in 
apprehending the culprite. The men 
are being souc*’ aud if they cannot 
give a clear record for themselves will 
be held, pending further investigation.

He’ came from 
Woodbury, Vt., five years ago and has 
held his several offices for about three 
years. 

Foster was bonded for $3000 with a 
fidelity company for bis office as village 
treasurer, but no bond was carried on 

2 of his other ofticial positions.

MILK REGULATIONS 


Need to Be Very Stringent to Pre. 
vent the Spread of Disease 

Boston, April 27.—The epidemics 
ef typhotd fever and other contagious 
diseases which are now sweeping over 
the city, it is charged, are directly due 
to the conditions appertaining to the 
milk business. 

It is maintained that legislation con- 


trolling the production, transportation | 


and handling of milk is not only urgent 
but imperative in order to 
the health of the public. 

Appreciating the serious character of 
the situation, a meeting of the Boston 
board of health was called yesterday 
and stringent regulations passed, so 
general in their scope that it is now 
believed the handling of milk, in ghis 
city at least, will in the future be 
changed. 

There now remains the legislation 
needed to give authority for the regula- 
tion of th mathods of the producers 
and the ,%@ j,eiaien of this most im- 
portant article of food, and Dr. Harring- 
ton, secretary of the state board of 
health, declared that, with the support 
of the press, he believed the necessary 
legislation could be secured at this 
Session of the general court.

the Whipple, neglected to attend a sick 
fireman on the Hull, but iustead sent a 
hospital apprentice to him. ‘The fire 
mam afterwards died. It was also ai 
leged that Schwerin’s report conveyed 
the impression that he had personally 
attended the sick man, The navy de 
partment has approved the sentence of 
the court martial.

New York, April 29.—The bodies of 
six unknown Ilalians were found in a 
room on the third floor of a Greenwich 
street lodging house.

“To boom a certain number of 
special performances the management 
had unfortunately argued that it was 
enlisting a wide popular interest and 
especially a general newspaper inter- 
est. It forgot—or at least appeared 
to forget—that it was engineering a 
circus, and that newspaper mention 
ot circuses is advertising, and that 
advertising of this kind is a com- 
modity that newspapers do not enjoy 
giving away without knowing it. 
Therefore a newspaper is naturally 
suspicious of a circus that appears in 
the guise of a news item about a 
fraternal society or an educational in- 
stitution. It is all the more suspici- 
ous when the circus claims to be a 
highly capitalized enterprise. 

“From its very inception, therefore, 
the Hippodrome created an atmos- 
phere of distrust and apprehension 
that included first the press then the 
public, and finally the performers.” 

Many make similar mistakes when 
they expect newspapers, to whose suc- 
cess they do not contribute, to boom 
their enterprises. They say to the 
newspaper man—‘its news;” but news 
is not the only thing a newspaper 
wants; it must have a balance on the 
right side of the ledger. The Hippo- 
drome refused to do any advertising 
in the Quincy papers, therefore the 
newspapers blue pencilled the Hippo- 
drome. When the Granite City Club 
visited the Hippodrome the Daily Led- 
ger just mentioned the fact without a 
word of praise for the show, although 
two pages of copy were handed in 
about it. It was so on other oca- 
sions. There were many times when 
a good word might have been printed 
for the Hippodrome, but it was cut 
out. So it is with entertainments 
given in Quincy. Where managers 
take all their printing to job offices 
they cannot expect free advertising 
from the newspapers, and they miss 


an opportunity to increase their re- 
ceiffts.
